MONTANA'S  CULTURAL  TRUST 

In  1975,  the  Montana  Legislature  set  aside  a  percentage  of  the  earnings  of  the  Coal  Tax  to  restore  murals 
in  the  Capitol  and  to  support  other  "cultural  and  aesthetic"  projects.  This  unique  funding  source  is  a 
Cultural  Trust,  with  money  allocated  every  two  years.  Grant  funds  are  derived  from  the  interest  projected 
to  be  earned  on  the  Cultural  Trust.  The  Montana  Arts  Council  administers  the  program  for  the 
Legislature. 

In  1983,  the  Legislature  established  a  Cultural  and  Aesthetic  Projects  Advisory  Committee  with  16 
members,  half  appointed  by  the  Montana  Arts  Council  and  half  by  the  Montana  Historical  Society.  The 
committee  reviews  all  grant  proposals  and  makes  funding  recommendations  to  the  Legislature,  which 
determines  who  will  receive  grant  funds.

REVENUE,  ALLOCATION  &  EXPENDITURE  INFORMATION 

The  columns  reflect  summary  activity  for  actual  00-01 ,  awarded  02-3  &  recommended  04-05.  Columns  O  and  P 
reflect  totals  from  1978-79,  when  the  program  began.  Summary  infonmation  is  available  for  all  years  (1978-79 
through  1998-1999)  if  needed. 

Line  1 :      Carryover  funds  from  the  prior  biennia. 

Line  2:      Transfers  of  carryover  funds  from  the  Historical  Society,  which  administered  these  grants  from  78-79 

through  82-83,  and  Architecture  and  Engineering,  which  transferred  funds  in  02-03.  See  line  29 
Line  3:      Total  carryforward  from  prior  biennium  equals  the  sum  of  lines  1  and  2  above. 
Line  4:      Interest  eamings  are  the  interest  revenue  from  the  trust  fund.  Because  there  were  no  other  income 

figures  available  at  the  time  of  the  advisory  committee's  deliberations,  current  level  of  the  00-01  grants 

was  used  as  the  target  for  04-05.  Since  the  RTIC  numbers  have  since  become  available,  those 

numbers  are  reflected  here 
Line  5:      Non-budgeted  revenue  for  Cultural  Trust  share  of  Worker's  comp  and  Lodging  Tax  refunds. 
Line  6       Transfer  from  Corpus  was  a  one-time  legislative  action  to  fund  agency  operations. 
Line  7:      General  Fund  allocation  beginning  in  the  98-99  biennium  to  hold  the  program  harmless  following 

appropriation  of  half  the  Cultural  Trust  in  the  96-97  biennium  to  purchase  Virginia/Nevada  city.  The 

General  Fund  allocation  was  reduced  by  $25,000  and  then  changed  to  Bed  Tax  during  the  2003  special 

session. 
Line  8:      Total  available  for  expenditure  is  the  sum  of  lines  3  through  8  above. 
Line  9:      Total  allocations  are  the  total  awarded  by  the  Legislature  for  grants,  administration,  programs  and 

evaluations. 
Line  1 0:    Reversions  are  the  total  of  grants  retumed  each  biennium.  The  percentage  of  reversions  to  total 

allocations  over  the  history  of  these  grants  is  about  3.5%.  90-91  reversions  were  allocated  to  the 

Montana  Arts  Council  to  match  federal  grants  for  rural  programs.  No  funds  have  reverted  yet  in  the  02- 

03  biennium. 
Line  1 1 :    Cuts  of  26.68%  were  applied  to  all  organizations  to  meet  the  shortfall  in  the  94-95  biennium.  Cuts  of 

3.7%  were  applied  to  meet  the  shortfall  in  the  00-01  biennium.  There  is  a  projected  shortfall  in  the  02- 

03  biennium  of  $32,973.  Grantees  have  not  yet  been  notified  of  this  potential  2.7%  cut. 
Line  12:    Net  Allocations  is  the  total  allocations  (line  9)  less  reversions  (line  10)  and  cuts  (line  11). 
Line  13:    Carryforward  to  next  biennium  is  the  net  of  total  funds  available  (line  8)  less  net  allocations  (line  12). 

This  amount  is  considered  with  the  projected  Interest  eamings  to  calculate  the  amount  available  for  the 

next  biennium. 
Line  14:    The  maximum  available  for  regrant  is  the  total  of  line  12  (net  allocations)  minus  lines  18 

(Administration),  21  (MT  Historical  Society/restoration  of  murals)  and  22  (Folklife  Program). 
Line  18:    Administration  is  the  amount  included  in  net  allocations  (line  12)  appropriated  for  administrative  costs  in 

the  agency's  budget. 
Line  21 :    Restoration  of  murals  is  the  amount  requested  by  the  MT  Historical  Society  for  that  purpose. 
Line  22:    Folklife  program  is  the  amount  included  in  net  allocations  (line  12)  for  this  statewide  program,  funded 

from  this  source  since  the  beginning  of  the  trust. 
Line  23:    Rural  Arts  Specialist  program  no  longer  exists. 
Line  24:    Evaluations  is  the  amount  included  in  net  allocations  (line  12)  appropriated  for  costs  of  evaluating  the 

grants.  This  amount  has  historically  been  appropriated  from  reversions  in  the  current  biennium.  No 

amount  was  appropriated  in  the  current  biennium  to  conduct  evaluations 
Line  29:    Funds  were  allocated  for  FY  98-99  to  the  Museum  of  the  Rockies  ($20,000)  and  the  MT  Historical 

Society  ($95,000  for  restoration  of  the  barrel  vault  in  the  Capitol).  These  funds  were  contingent  on 

sufficient  funds  being  available.  There  were  insufficient  funds  to  fully  fund  these  two  projects.  Only 

$58,489  was  available  and  that  money  was  released  to  the  MT  Historical  Society  in  FY  2000  for  the 

purpose  allocated.  It  is  the  funding  retumed  in  FY  02  as  mentioned  in  line  2  above. 

Remaining  lines  are  assumed  to  be  fully  defined  by  their  labels.

A.    ELIGIBILITY  CRITERIA 

The  following  criteria  are  used  to  determine  if  an  application  is  eligible  for  funding. 

1.        Any  person,  association,  or  representative  of  a  governing  unit  may  submit  an  application, 
including:  Montana  state,  regional,  county,  city,  town  or  Indian  tribal  governments. 
Examples  include: 

county  art  or  historical  museums, 

cultural  centers, 

public  libraries, 

public  educational  institutions  or  school  districts, 

state  agencies, 

city  arts  commissions, 

parks  and  recreation  departments,  and 

tribal  cultural  or  education  committees. 

The  governing  unit: 

may  itself  seek  funds  or  may  sponsor  the  proposals  of  other  persons,  organizations, 
associations  or  coalitions. 

must  have  accounting  and  financial  services  available  and  must  bear  ultimate  legal  and 
fiscal  responsibility  for  the  project,  if  funded. 

may  be  the  Montana  Arts  Council  if  the  application  is  made  by  a  statewide  organization. 

Applications  must  be  for  cultural  and  aesthetic  projects,  including  but  not  limited  to: 

the  visual,  performing,  literary,  media  arts,  and  folk  arts; 

history,  archaeology,  archives,  collections,  research,  historic  preservation;  and 

the  construction  or  renovation  of  cultural  facilities. 

Applicants  are  encouraged  to  serve  rural  communities,  racial  and  ethnic  groups,  the  disabled, 
institutionalized  populations,  youth  and  the  aging,  and  conduct  projects  that  address  the  role  of 
women  in  Montana's  cultural  life. 


4.        Applications  must  have  been  signed  by  a  representative  of  a  governing  unit,  contain  a 

complete  budget  and  have  been  hand  delivered  to  the  Montana  Arts  Council,  or  postmarked  no 
later  than  August  1,  2002.

B.    EVALUATION  CRITERIA 

The  following  criteria  are  used  to  rank  applications  within  each  grant  category  and  to  detenmine  initial 
funding  recommendations. 

1 .  Quality  of  the  Project

d.  If  the  project  goals  are  within  the  reach  of  the  applicant  and  whether  there  is  a 
reasonable  likelihood  the  goals  will  be  attained  within  the  grant  period 

e.  If  the  project  will  have  benefit,  availability  and  accessibility  to  the  public 

3.  Cost  Factors  of  the  Project 

a.  How  the  project  compares  to  other  applications  requesting  project,  general  operating, 
capital  expenditure  support  or  a  challenge  grant  for  endowment  development 

b.  The  cost-effectiveness  of  the  project 

c.  The  relative  level  of  local  support  demonstrated  by  cash  match  or  the  donation  of  in-kind 
goods  and  services 

d.  The  "mix"  of  revenue  sources 

e.  The  potential  for  the  project  to  stimulate  other  sources  of  funding  or  to  become  self-

c.  single  sponsors  and  those  representing  coalitions  of  a  number  of  organizations. 

4.  Cost  Diversity 

The  recommendations  should  reflect  projects  requesting  all  levels  of  funding.

A.    Definitions  of  Grant  Categories 

Organizations  applied  in  the  following  four  grant  categories: 

1.  Special  Projects  - 

■  specific  activities,  services  or  events  of  limited  duration 

■  the  expansion  of  on-going  programs  to  meet  defined  needs 

■  projects  which  generate  new  sources  of  revenue 

The  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  developed  a  simplified  application  form  to  encourage 
applications  from  small  communities  and  groups  with  little  grant  writing  experience.  All- 
volunteer  organizations  or  those  with  no  more  than  half-time  staff  wishing  to  request  $4,500  or 
less  for  a  special  project  could  use  this  fonri.

Help  us  make  this  pari<  a  wonderful  historic 
waystop  for  travelers  and  residents. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  group  has  good  intentions,  overall.  However,  their  grant  application  did  not  indicate  level  of 
expertise  that  wouW  lead  the  committee  to  believe  the  group  would  be  well  suited  to  carrying  out  a  project  of  this  scope. 
In  preparatron  for  the  grant  application,  the  group  conducted  a  community-wide  survey,  which  they  feel  proves  the  need 
and  direction  of  the  project.  However,  the  grant  application  itself  is  unspecific  about  substantive  content,  and  they  do  not 
make  clear  what  the  cultural  impact  of  this  project  would  be.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Heron  Players,  a  local  theater  group  volunteers  their  time  and  talent  to  produce  two  plays  per  year  for  entertainment  of 
our  very  small  community  and  the  surrounding  rural  communities.  These  performances  are  enjoyed  by  people  of  all  ages 
including  seniors  and  children.  Our  performances  make  for  a  wonderful  family  outing.  Heron  is  a  very  small  Isolated 
community  that  offers  little  access  to  cultural  events.  We  basically  have  to  provide  our  own  entertainment.  These 
theatrical  endeavors  are  so  important  to  the  community  audience,  as  the  players  put  so  much  of  themselves  into  these 
productions.  The  project  request  this  year  is  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  set  of  'fire  code'  curtains  and  tracks.  Our 
present  curtains  are  not  of  the  fireproof  quality  that  we  need. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  grant  proposal  was  discussed  at  length.  In  the  end,  the  committee  felt  that  while  this  is  a  small,  rural  Montana 
community,  and  they  are  making  a  request  for  a  much-needed  item,  there  simply  was  not  enough  evidence  in  this  grant 
proposal  to  support  the  need  for  granting  this  money  at  this  time.  The  submitted  budget  indicates  a  surplus  of  funds, 
rather  than  a  deficit.  The  committee  felt  that  pertiaps  this  grant  application  would  have  been  made  stronger  if  the  grant 
writer  had  more  experience  in  this  area.  The  lead  reader  recommended  funding  at  half  the  requested  level,  because  this 
is  a  very  isolated  region  of  the  state,  and  the  regional  arts  council  has  been  extremely  effective  in  promoting  the  arts 
locally.  However,  this  applk:ation  is  very  incomplete.  In  a  better  financial  climate,  the  committee  would  have  preferred  to 
altocate  some  funding  to  this  worthy  purchase  of  fire-proof  theatre  curtains,  however,  given  budget  constraints  and  the 
concerns  about  the  grant  application,  the  committee  recommended  zero  funding.

A  nonprofit  Missoula  housing  devetoper  -  homeWord  -  Is  requesting  $4,500  from  the  Montana  Cultural  Tmst  for  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  a  booklet  to  tell  other  Montana  housing  developers  how  to  fund  and  accomplish  publk:  art 
projects.  homeWord  recently  completed  a  community-based  publk;  art  project  in  conjunctran  with  an  innovative  housing 
devetopment  called  "The  Gold  Dust*,  which  provided  18  new  units  of  affordable  housing  -  and  two  public  art  projects  -  on 
Missoula's  historic  North  side.

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  the  proposed  pamphlet  would  be  a  valuable  asset  to  a  valuable  project,  but  that  the  projected 
budget  for  this  pamphlet  Is  quite  expensive.  Some  committee  members  felt  that  homeWORD  is  a  worthy  organization, 
but  questioned  the  impact  of  this  particular  project.  However,  the  committee  felt  that  while  promoting  public  art  is  high  on 
their  list  of  funding  priorities,  this  partkxilar  grant  applk:atk}n  would  limit  the  funds  to  the  productkin  and  distributnn  of  a 
pamphlet  to  devebpers.  The  devetopers  who  are  prone  to  include  art  in  their  project  will  probably  do  so  anyway,  and  this 
pamphlet  will  not  necessarily  affect  devetopers'  attitudes  toward  art  inclusion  if  they  are  not  already  willing  to  include  art 
prior  to  receiving  the  pamphlet.  In  a  better  funding  climate,  the  committee  would  have  allocated  some  funding  to  this 
project,  however  with  budget  limitations  such  as  they  are,  they  could  not  recommend  funding  at  this  time.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 
Wool  growing  has  been  an  integral  part  of  Montana's  economic  and  cultural  legacy  since  the  late  19th  century.  Shearing 
teams,  Basque  herdsmen,  sheep  dogs,  and  expansive  sheep  herds  are  as  much  a  part  of  the  Montana  economic 
landscape  as  cowboys  and  copper  kings.  Despite  this  rich  legacy,  Montana's  wool  growing  industry  remains  largely 
undocumented.  While  many  articles  and  books  have  been  written  about  this  history  of  cattle  and  cattlemen  in  the  state, 
little  has  been  written  about  sheep  ranching  and  the  families  that  the  industry  supports.  To  address  this  oversight,  the 
Montana  Wool  Growers  Association  (MWGA),  in  cooperation  with  the  Montana  Historical  Society,  will  conduct  30 
interviews  with  sheep  ranchers,  ranch  managers,  contract  laborers.  Native  American  sheep  ranchers,  and  wool  buyers,  as 
well  as  fornier  employees  of  federal  and  sate  regulatory  agencies. 

The  interviews  created  as  a  result  of  the  project  can  be  used  as  a  model  for  local  museums  and  historical  societies  who 
wish  to  document  the  history  of  the  sheep  industry  in  these  communities.  MWGA  will  donate  the  interviews,  and  all  related 
research  and  paperworic,  to  the  Montana  Historical  Society  to  insure  the  preservation  of  these  records  for  generations  to 
come. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  the  grant  proposal  does  demonstrate  a  strong  need  for  this  oral  history  project  The  grant  points 
to  the  lack  of  attention  paid  to  the  history  of  wool  growers  and  sheep  herders  in  this  state  as  compared  to  the  history  of 
cattle  ranchers.  It  is  an  important  area  of  our  history  that  we  coukJ  benefit  from  as  a  state.  However,  a  full  budget  was 
not  submitted  with  the  grant  application,  and  some  areas  of  the  budget  that  were  provided  seem  to  be  unrealistic.  The 
general  consensus  is  that  this  is  a  great  project,  in  its  intent  involving  very  talented  people.  The  committee  attested  to  the 
group's  superb  qualification  to  produce  a  quality  project.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Art  Mobile  of  Montana  Mission:  To  provide  a  permanent  statewide  traveling  art  outreach  program  for  schools  and  general 
public  that  offers  presentation  of  quality,  original  art  exhibits,  teacher  art  lessons,  extends  teacher  education,  and 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  art.  Exhibits  arrive  on  a  van  and  are  displayed  in  a  school  or  public  building.  Artwork 
represents  a  range  of  artists  including  Native  American.  Presentations  by  a  professional  arts  educator  help  to  educate 
through  art,  the  diversity  of  the  human  experience,  cultures,  practk;es,  customs,  and  history.  "Why  is  art  important  to 
have?"  is  the  pivotal  question  for  the  discussion  of  the  other  major  art  forms  (music,  dance,  drama,  creative  writing).  The 
multiple  answers  provided  by  participants  combine  to  form  a  comprehensive  definition.  This  format  gives  individuals  that 
opportunity  to  relate  their  own  meanings  and  experience.  By  challenging  participants  to  explore  the  artists'  meanings,  they 
connect  the  visual  message  to  their  own  experience  and  knowledge  base.  Fine  Art  lessons  offer  experience  with  various 
media  including:  pastel  landscape  drawing,  watercolor,  printmaking  with  recycled  material,  and  often  combine  with  writing, 
storytelling,  and  curriculum  written  directly  for  the  art  in  the  exhibit.

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  the  outreach  aspect  of  this  project  is  quite  impressive.  The  grant  proposal  indicates  that  there  will 
be  85  trips  during  the  granting  period.  This  is  a  wonderfully  ambitious  project,  which  has  proven  able  to  meet  projected 
goals.  This  group  really  is  trying  to  reach  the  entire  state  -  targeting  rural  communities  specifically.  This  is  a  traveling 
statewide  outreach  program  for  schools,  atong  with  a  traveing  exhibitkjn.  This  is  a  very  high  quality  project,  with  no  prior 
grant  history.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  project  grant  provides  partial  funding  (16%)  for  a  PBS  documentary  dealing  with  the  industrial  stmggles  in  Butte  1912- 
1919  and  the  role  of  Irish  and  Finnish  emigrants  within  these.  Using  moving  image  and  photographic  archive,  personal 
testimony  and  reconstruction  we  uncover  a  forgotten  chapter  in  Montatan  (sic)  and  American  history.  This  is  a  story  of  two 
emigrant  communities  from  the  edges  of  Europe  who  made  their  home  in  Montana  and  who  played  a  vital  role  in  the 
troubled  history  of  the  period  -  the  1912  tockout,  the  1914  destruction  of  the  Miner's  (sic)  HaB,  the  Speculator  Mine  disaster 
and  the  lynching  of  Frank  Little.  The  productron  is  a  coproduction  involving  Irish  and  Finnish  partners  and  is  directed  by 
award  winning  director  Desmond  Bell.  It  is  hoped  to  Broadcast  it  on  Montana  PBS  as  well  as  on  Irish,  Finnish  and  UK 
television. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  of  all  the  proposals  submitted,  this  was  the  furthest  removed  from  benefiting  Montanans.  This 
documentary  about  Butte  is  aimed  at  a  European  audience.  The  budget  is  written  in  Euros,  and  is  difficult  to  understand. 
Though  there  was  great  supplemental  information  with  the  grant  proposal,  it  was  hard  to  get  past  the  budget,  which  was 
extremely  expensive,  with  most  of  the  matching  funds  coming  from  European  sources.  They  have  received  funding  from 
the  Carnegie  Tnjst,  but  the  committee  felt  that  this  project  could  be  completed  without  funding  from  the  Cultural  and 
Aesthetic  Tmst  support.  There  was  also  some  concern  that  the  project  dates  don't  fit  granting  period,  and  there  is  only 
one  letter  of  support.  The  committee  feels  that  this  is  an  important  topic,  but  since  the  film  is  directed  toward  a  foreign 
audience,  it  is  not  appropriate  to  fund  with  state  money.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

This  project  will  conduct  six  two-week,  land-based,  Cree  language  immerswn  camps  in  2003  and  2004  serving  primarily 
the  Cree  tribe  in  Montana  and  Saskatchewan.  Fluency  in  the  Cree  language,  culture,  arts,  ceremonies  and  life  ways  is 
fading  rapklly  and  will  be  tost  entirely  within  another  generation  unless  there  Is  action  now.  The  language  cames  the 
cultural  values  of  Respect  and  Relationship  and  ttiis  toss  shows  up  in  the  high  level  of  violence  and  poverty  on  Montana 
reservations.  Reclaiming  ttie  Cree  Way  will  help  restore  these  values  and  tiiereby  the  pride  and  self-respect  of  the  Cree 
people. 

Fifteen  to  twenty  Elders  who  retain  the  core  knowledge  of  Cree  arts,  culture  and  language  will  come  togetiier  with  200-250 
Cree  chikJren,  young  adults  and  assimilated  oWer  adults  in  a  language  immerston  camp  this  summer  (2002)  where  they 
will  teach  such  things  as  fire-making,  lodge  buiWing,  ceremonial  cooking,  hkJe  tanning,  beading,  bow  and  an-ow  making, 
and  medtoinal  plant  gathering  and  preparation  as  well  as  certain  ceremonies  and  social  and  ceremonial  songs.  Students 
will  learn  the  Cree  language  for  each  of  these  activities  and  will  be  encouraged  to  speak  only  Cree.  Permeating  each  of 
these  lessons  will  be  the  values  of  Respect  for  all  of  Creation  and  of  Relationship  with  all  its  beings.  We  expect  that  50-60 
of  the  original  group  will  become  life-long  apprentices  to  these  Elders  and  continuing  attendees  at  the  camps  for  which  we 
request  funding. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  had  a  variety  of  reactions  to  this  proposal.  The  group,  as  a  whole,  thought  that  the  attempt  to  preserve 
this  vanishing  culture  and  language  was  a  valuable  curtural  impact.  The  grant  proposal  provided  sti-ong  evidence  to 
support  the  quickly  vanishing  use  and  comprehension  of  the  CtBe  language  and  culture.  Also,  the  committee  appreciated 
ttie  fact  that  Cree  ekJers  approached  ttie  Feathered  Pipe  Foundation,  asking  for  ttiis  program.  Young  members  of  ttie 
Cree  tiibe  had  approached  the  eWers  asking  to  team  ttie  language.  Finally,  ttie  committee  ttiought  it  was  a  well-written 
grant  appltoation,  specifying  specifk;  outcomes  and  goals.  However,  the  committee  questioned  why  the  Montana-based 
Cree  were  not  more  involved  in  this  project.  Most  of  the  Cree  eWers  involved  were  from  Saskatchewan.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

At  the  Intemational  Fly  Fishing  Center  (IFCC)  the  Federation  of  Fly  Fishers  (FFF)  is  developing  an  education  center 
dedicated  to  interpreting  the  arts  of  fty  fishing  and  the  culture  and  cultural  changes  that  fly  fishing  has  percipitated  (sic). 
Traditionally  viewed  as  a  sport  or  pastime,  many  today  recognize  fly  fishing  as  being  much  more.  Noted  historian  Paul 
Schullery  recently  observed  "Well,  if  if  s  been  a  part  of  our  regional  life-style  for  so  long  that  it's  tiecome  a  tradition  and 
gathered  about  it  all  of  the  trappings  that  go  with  a  sense  of  place,  such  as  folklore,  art,  literature  and  resource-based 
commerce,  what  is  it  if  it  isn't  culture?'  It  is  fly  fishing  as  culture  that  the  IFFC  brings  to  the  public. 
DAs  a  combination  museum  and  education  center  the  IFFC  offers  a  unique  venue  to  bring  the  arts  of  fly  fishing  to  the 
publk:.  Exhibits  and  displays  highlight  the  traditbnal  arts  of  fty  tying,  bamboo  rod  building  and  accessory  creation.  The  Pat 
Lilly  Gallery  of  Angling  Art  features  examples  of  the  unique  interpretations  of  painters,  sculptors  and  other  artists. 
Educational  programs  including  lectures,  classes  and  wort<shops  albw  a  range  of  topics  to  be  explored. 
Fly  fishing  has  profoundly  influenced  the  culture  of  Montana  and  the  West  and  at  the  IFFC  fty  fishing's  impacts  on  our 
ideas,  arts  and  communities  are  fuBy  interpreted  to  the  publk;.  The  FFF  is  asking  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  to  provkle 
$10,000  annually  to  help  offset  the  expense  of  devetaping  new  exhibits  and  operating  the  IFFC. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  grant  is  requested  to  develop  new  exhibits  and  to  interpret  the  culture  of  fly-fishing.  And  the  committee  agreed  that 
there  is  a  culture  of  fly-fishing,  whch  includes  art,  literature,  craft,  etc.  However,  the  grant  proposal  itself  does  not 
support  these  as  a  part  of  this  grant  project.  Some  members  of  the  committee  felt  that  this  proposal  was  more 
appropriate  as  an  operational  support  grant.  Committee  members  that  have  been  to  the  center  spoke  in  support  of  its 
ability  to  have  a  cultural  impact.  The  group  felt  that  this  proposal  wouW  be  made  much  stronger  if  it  specified  a  project 
that  would  highlight  a  particular  cultural  aspect  of  fly-fishing.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  GOC  is  NW  Montana's  only  symphonic  orchestral  and  choral  organization  and  consists  of  a  60-piece  primarily 
volunteer  orchestra,  an  80-voice  adult  chorale,  a  24-voice  chamber  choir  (the  Montanaires),  the  Aeneas  String  Quartet,  the 
new  Wild  Horse  Woodwind  Quintet,  the  90-voice  Glacier  Children's  Choir,  the  45-piece  Glacier  Youth  Orchestra,  and  a  300- 
member  volunteer  auxiliary.  Now  the  Chorale,  Montanaires,  GCC,  and  orchestra  do  outreach  concerts,  but  these  tend  to 
be  concentrated  in  Flathead  County.  This  project  would  expand  current  GOC  outreach  concerts  and  education  programs 
throughout  NW  Montana  with  a  goal  of  12-15  outreach  performances  and  events  annually.  It  would:  1)  expand  in-school 
concerts,  with  no  fewer  than  eight  in-school  performances  yearty  for  4th  through  6th  graders  in  such  cities  as  Libby, 
Thompson  Falls,  Plains,  Eureka,  Whitefish,  Poison,  Col.  Falls,  Big  Fork,  and  St.  Ignatius;  2)  expand  concert/recital 
perfomriances  for  community  audiences  in  NW  Montana  with  at  least  three  "run-out"  performances  annually;  3)  include  a  30- 
minute  pre-concert  education  program  lecture  with  each  concert/recital;  4)  ensure  that  the  Glacier  Orchestra  perfomis  at 
least  one  outreach  concert  and  two  Young  People's  Concerts  annually  with  an  honorarium  paid  to  the  volunteer  musicians;

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Going-to-the-Sun  Institute  (GTTS)  is  a  non-profit  foundation  established  by  Curly  Bear  Wagner  to  promote  education  and 
preserve  the  historical  way  of  life  and  culture  of  the  American  Indian  people.  Currently  In  devetopment  is  a  CR-ROM 
series,  complete  with  educational  curriculum,  entitled  "First  Nations  Discover  Lewis  &  Clark"  which  has  received  financial 
support  from  the  National  Park  Servrce.  Building  from  that  model,  this  project  will  focus  on  the  role  of  women  in  Plains 
Indian  culture  by  intervievwng  elders  and  women  leaders  from  all  of  the  Montana  tribes.  These  oral  histories  will  be 
recorded  in  digital  format  and  made  available  for  preservation  in  tribal  archives.  The  material  will  be  incorporated  in  video, 
CD-ROM  and/or  DVD  format  and  moderated  by  experienced  storyteller,  Curty  Bear  Wagner.  A  core  group  of  volunteers  will 
assist  in  the  devetopment  of  the  multimedia  productron  under  the  advice  and  directwn  of  Jim  Magera,  a  teacher  of  Indian 
history  from  Havre,  MT.  Jim  wiH  construct  a  curriculum  gukle  to  assist  educators  in  the  classroom.  In  additron  to 
broadening  the  scope  of  our  knowledge  of  history,  the  efforts  of  GTTS  are  designed  to  bring  much-needed  employment 
opportunities  and  economic  improvement  to  the  tribes  in  Montana.  The  topk;  on  the  roles  of  women  is  particularty 
important  to  our  preservation  efforts.  There  is  a  sense  of  urgency  to  record  this  material  while  the  elders  are  still  among  us 
and  we  are  able  to  record  a  rapidly  disappearing  way  of  life.  Our  question  will  highlight  the  respect  and  honor  given  to 
women,  their  leadership  role  in  the  ceremonies  and  government  their  knowtedge  of  plants  and  animals,  their  arbstk: 
creations  and  their  relationship  to  others. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  was  a  well-conceived  project,  vinth  potential  for  cultural  impact.  The  proposal  is  quite  specific, 
including  names  and  locations  of  the  women  that  will  be  interviewed  and  recorded  for  the  CD-ROM.  These  women  truly 
are  the  backbone  of  the  Indian  community  in  Montana,  and  many  are  getting  up  in  years.  This  project  will  preserve  their 
contributions  for  future  generatk)ns.  The  CD-ROM  will  be  distrtouted  in  schools  and  colleges  in  various  reservatwns  and 
towns  near  them.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

With  this  Montana  Cultural  Trust  grant,  Grandstreet  Theatre  will  hire  a  Devebpment  Director,  a  permanent  fundraiser 
whose  sole  responsibility  will  be  to  search  for  new  means  of  income  for  the  theatre.  The  Devefopment  Director  will  seek  out 
new  grants  and  other  funding  sources,  write  proposals  and  applications,  and  organize  fundraising  events,  such  as  our 
annual  Fund  Drive. 

The  addltkin  of  this  position  to  Grandstreet" s  staff  woukJ,  in  effect,  be  monumental  in  the  history  of  the  theatre's 
fundraising  efforts.  This  grant  wiB  act  as  seed  -  money  that  will  sprout  into  a  fully  self-generating  source  of  revenue,  a 
money  tree,  so  to  speak. 

Grandstreet  continues  to  grow  steadily  using  sporadic  fundraising  methods,  but  this  project  will  essentially  revolutionize 
the  way  we  raise  money.  With  a  single  position  dedicated  to  increasing  income,  the  rest  of  the  staff  can  focus  on  the 
business  of  creating  theatre-art.  This,  combined  with  the  revenue  that  the  position  will  generate,  should  allow  Grandstreet 
Theatre  to  sate  the  Helena  community's  vorackjus  appetite  for  theatre  with  goumiet  perfomiances. 

The  revenue  generated  by  the  Devetopment  Director  will  percolate  through  every  facet  of  the  theatre's  operatron,  allowing 
Grandstreet  to  provide  essential  educatran  and  entertainment  to  Helena  and  the  sun-ounding  community.  The  additional 
funds  will  allow  more  concentrated  and  effective  implementatbn  of  our  ongoing  major  projects:  Expand  audience  base, 
Increase  community  involvement.  Improve  quality  of  performances  and  maintain  artistic  excellence.  Maintain  effective 
operatkjn  and  infrastructure  of  the  theatre. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  is  a  quality  organization  that  has  proven  the  need  for  staff  expansbn.  Their  outreach  has 
grown  each  year.  This  community  theatre  does  incredible  things  with  a  limited  staff.  Although  the  proposal  does  not 
include  a  marketing  plan,  it  appears  that  the  revenue  produced  will  be  an  evaluation  of  the  success  of  this  hiring  plan. 
The  committee  was  impressed  that  their  funding  request  is  only  4  %  of  their  budget.  The  committee  recognizes  that  it  will 
take  time  to  measure  the  success  of  these  efforts.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Hockaday  Museum  of  Art,  Norttiwest  Montana's  primary  visual  arts  museum,  requests  $40,000  to  expand  the  staff  in  order 
to  meet  the  demands  of  operating  a  rapkjiy  growing  museum  that  has  become  an  important  tool  in  the  Flathead  Valley  as  a 
promoter  of  cultural  tourism  to  this  area  and  specrfically  the  downtown  area  of  Kalispell.  Over  the  past  years  the  exhibit 
program  at  the  Hockaday  have  grown  in  cxjntent  and  significance.  This  growth  has  created  the  need  for  expanded  hours 
and  staff.  The  Hockaday  employs  one  fuK-time  Executive  Director  that  also  serves  as  the  curator,  and  five  part-time 
empkjyees.  Cun-entfy  all  of  the  five  part-time  empkayees  are  involved  in  multiple  tasks  to  operate  the  Hockaday  Museum. 
Our  exhibit  programs  have  become  very  advanced  and  economk:alty  impacting.  Because  of  this  we  have  expanded  the 
hours  of  the  Hockaday  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  community  and  the  tourists.  The  Museum  is  now  open  seven  days  a 
week  and  is  open  later.  Also,  our  education  programs  have  become  very  busy  in-house  and  well  attended.  Our  fundraising 
events  have  been  expanded  and  are  a  major  source  of  the  Hcx:kadays  support.  In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Museum 
and  be  a  major  force  in  the  promotwn  of  cultural  tourism,  the  staff  must  be  expanded  to  indude  a  full-time 
Communkatkjns  Director  and  a  full-time  Administrative  Assistant  Studies  show  that  non-profit  organizations  are  a  potent 
force  in  economk:  devetopment  nationwkJe.  The  arts  contiibute  immensely  to  the  quality  of  life  in  communities  and  help 
attract  new  business  to  Montana.  Over  half  (57%)  believe  the  arts  are  important  or  very  important  to  the  quality  of 
community  life  (ArtsMaricet,  The  Montana  Study  2001). 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  agreed  that  this  high-quality  museum  has  outgrown  it  current  staff.  They  are  requesting  funding  to 
support  the  addition  of  two  new  staff  members.  The  request  is  for  approximately  one-half  of  the  salaries  over  a  two-year 
funding  period.  It  was  noted  that  the  Hockaday  will  need  to  change  their  start/end  dates  for  tiiis  project  to  coinckle  with 
the  grant  period.  The  museum  has  a  new  director,  who  is  making  great  stiides  in  new  directions.

The  exhibit  features  nearty  a  dozen  historic  buiWings  In  two  settings:  a  complete 
homestead  complex  and  a  typteal,  small  town  Main  Street  The  DeGraaf  homestead  is  unusually  complete;  In  addltran  to 
the  homestead  house,  there  is  a  garage  (for  the  family's  first  car  -  a  Model  T  with  tractor  adapter),  a  granary,  com  crib, 
chicken  coop,  and  a  unkjue,  Russian-designed  bam.  Main  Street  Includes  Dr.  DeMers'  office  building,  the  Pompey's  Pillar 
National  Bank,  and  Worden's  barbershop.  The  buildings  were  moved  to  the  museum  many  years  ago,  but  have  never 
been  fully  restored  and  interpreted.  The  Board  has  now  realized  the  historic  gems  In  Its  keeping  and  Is  planning  a  full 
restoration.  With  restoration  and  Interpretation,  visitors  will  experience  the  sights,  sounds,  even  smells  of  a  hundred  years 
ago.  Phase  1  of  this  project  includes  the  stabllizatkjn  and  exterior  restoratron  of  the  DeGraaf  homestead  buiWIngs,  the 
Interior  restoration  of  the  Main  Street  buiWIngs,  and  landscape  Improvements  to  ensure  a  period  setting  and  Improve  visitor 
accessibility.

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  grant  Is  for  stabilizing  and  restoring  several  historic  buikjings  that  have  been  retocated  to  the  Museum  grounds  to 
devetop  as  a  quality  tourist  destination.  It  looks  like  it  shoukJ  have  strong  local  support  but  there  are  no  letters.  The 
committee  felt  that  this  was  not  a  strongly  defined  project  There  is  no  mentron  of  an  Involvement  with  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation.  This  organization  has  done  good  work;  we  can  be  confident  they  can  restore  buikJings.  The  committee  feels 
that  this  project  seems  like  a  capital  expenditure  rather  than  special  project  If  so,  this  changes  the  project  to  a  3  to  1 
match  for  fijnding.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Montana  PBS  will  produce  a  one-hour  documentary  on  the  life  and  work  of  Evelyn  Cameron;  the  story  of  an  extraordinary 
Montanan  -  pioneer,  rancher,  photographer  and  wiife.  The  program  will  be  broadcast  on  Public  Televisbn  stations 
nationwide. 

Evelyn  Cameron  chronicled  her  life  in  Teny,  Montana  for  35  years  with  daily  entries  in  her  diaries  and  with  over  2,000 
photographs  of  the  land,  animals,  and  the  people  who  pioneered  the  west.  From  1894-1 928  Evelyn  photographed  the 
changing  face  of  Montana  -  horse  and  cattle  drives,  sheep  herding,  the  wool  trade,  the  railroad,  the  arrival  of 
homesteaders,  dry  land  farms,  and  the  impact  of  this  settlement  on  the  wildlife. 

To  take  her  pictures,  Evelyn  often  rode  horseback  for  50  miles  or  more,  and  frequently  climbed  precipitous  mountains  on 
foot  with  her  heavy  camera  equipment  strapped  to  her  back.  Selling  her  photographs  often  kept  the  financially  troubled 
ranch  afloat. 

The  documentary  will  showcase  the  rugged  beauty  of  Montana  and  the  outstanding  clarity  of  Cameron's  photographs. 
Producer  John  Twiggs  of  KUFM-TV  in  Missoula  will  shoot  the  program  in  High  Definition  Video.  Donna  Lucey,  author  of 
the  book  Photographing  Montana  1894-1928:  the  life  and  work  of  Evelyn  Cameron,  has  agreed  to  be  the  primary 
consultant  for  the  project. 

Evelyn  Cameron's  is  a  story  of  determination  and  love  of  the  land  and  life  in  eastem  Montana  ...  'They  just  called  her  a 
Montanan  ...  for  she  is  the  very  embodiment  of  the  spirit  of  that  great  state." 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  encourages  a  very  strong  funding  level  for  this  application.  This  program  will  air  on  PBS,  and  will 
probably  be  shown  on  hundreds  of  stations.  The  committee  feels  that  this  is  the  one  project  in  this  group  of  applications 
that  will  be  viewed  by  the  most  people,  both  inside  and  outside  the  state  of  Montana.  Terry,  Montana,  will  benefit  so 
much  from  this  type  of  project.  This  will  be  one  of  the  first  documentary  programs  shot  in  high-definition  television.  They 
are  requesting  monies  from  this  grant  to  supplement  a  variety  of  grants  already  received.  This  project  focuses  on  eastern 
Montana,  a  tradltkjnally  underserved  area.  This  group  will  get  this  project  done,  and  will  do  it  in  the  highest  quality 
available.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Malnstreet  Uptown  Butte,  in  partnership  with  the  Montana  Historical  Society  Press,  requests  $2,500  to  match  other  funding 
needed  to  publish  A  Guide  to  History  Butte.  This  Historic  Butte  Guide  will  be  volume  7  of  a  series  of  guidebooks  that  were 
selected  based  on  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Offrce's  national  Registry  nominatkjns  in  partnership  with  local  historical 
societies,  local  preservatran  commissions  and  other  community  groups.  All  Montana  Mainstreets  books  share  a  common 
design,  fomnat  and  title;  and  are  visually  identifiable  as  part  of  this  series.  While  adjustments  wil  be  made  to 
accommodate  Butte's  distinctive  characteristics,  introducing  producing  a  longer  book  in  deference  to  Butte's  size  and 
possibly  adding  a  chapter  on  labor  landmarics,  A  GukJe  to  Historic  Butte  will  be  a  6  x  9  inch,  perfect  bound  book  of 
approximately  140  pages  in  length.  It  will  be  heavily  illustrated  with  approximately  80  images  and  at  least  3  maps  (usually 
5  or  6).  The  first  five  books  of  the  series  completed  are  Volume  1 :  A  GukJe  to  Historic  Virginia  City;  Volume  2:  A  GukJe  to 
Historic  Glendive;  Volume  3:  A  Gukle  to  Historic  Lewistown;  Volume  4:  A  Gukle  to  Historic  Hamilton;  and  Volume  5:  A 
Guide  to  Historic  Kalispell.  Volume  6:  Gukie  to  Historic  Missoula  is  being  published.  The  Montana  Historical  Society  has 
committed  to  publishing  seven  Montana  Mainstreet  guides,  and  may  add  more  titles  if  appropriate. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  grant  proposal  was  not  well  defined  and  vague.  While  the  project  is  valuable  in  its  intent  tfie 
grant  dates  do  not  fit  grant  period,  there  are  no  support  letters  and  no  government  sponsorship.  The  grant  applcation 
included  no  resumes  and  no  organizational  history.  It  was  impossible  to  tell  if  this  is  a  viable  project.

This  project  will  devetop  a  series  of  "Cultural  Corridors'  and  related  'loop  trails'  in  western  Montana  with  Missoula  as  the 
"Gateway"  and  the  connecting  hub  of  the  four  main  travel  routes.  This  special  project  bult  on  the  work  of  the  Missoula 
Cultural  Council  (MCC)  since  1995  in  developing  cultural  tourism  as  a  means  of  benefiting  individual  artists,  arts 
organizations  and  heritage  attractions.  The  concept  of  "cultural  corridors"  was  the  focus  of  a  May  2002  national  pilot 
wori^shop  hosted  by  MCC  for  the  "Partners  in  Tourism"  national  coalition.  MCC  is  following  up  on  that  conference  and  will 
launch  the  four  corridor  plans  that  traverse  westem  Montana  at  a  workshop  on  October  24-25  in  Missoula.  A  preliminary 
mari^eting  plan  will  be  devised  and  evaluated  with  a  prototype  "product"  for  the  next  year's  summer  tourism  season.  The 
product  will  then  be  fully  expanded  in  content  and  marketing  methods.  That  wiH  require  the  services  of  cultural  corridor 
coordinator  on  the  part  time  basis  (averaging  20  hours  per  week)  and  the  purchase  of  special  electronic  communication 
equipment  This  grant  application  is  meant  to  cover  the  salary  and  equipment  expense.  MCC  currently  has  funding  from 
several  agencies  to  continue  its  wortc  in  developing  these  "cultural  corridors"  until  the  critical  period  when  Montana  Cultural 
Trust  funds  become  available.  While  this  project  is  targeted  at  advancing  the  arts  and  humanities  and  stimulating 
community  economic  devetopment  in  westem  Montana,  it  can  also  serve  as  a  model  for  other  areas  of  the  state  that  wish 
to  create  similar  "cultural  corridors.'  (The  'general  audience'  show  t>etow  refers  to  individual  artists  who  will  be  benefited 
by  this  project  including  Native  Americans.) 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  general  feeling  of  the  committee  was  that  more  should  be  expected  fi"om  Travel  Montana  in  terms  of  actively 
investing  dollars  in  cultural  tourism  since  tourism  is  their  responsibility  and  their  funding  of  cultural  tourism  is  so  sparse. 
The  Cultural  Trust  with  its  limited  funds,  are  better  used  elsewhere.  The  impact  of  this  project  would  be  more  specifKaly 
in  tourism  than  in  cultural  and  aesthetk:  fife.  The  committee  felt  that  the  proposal  would  be  strengthened  by  the  addition 
of  a  detailed,  specific  description  of  what  the  projected  results  would  be.

The  reskJency  would  be  highlighted  In  rural  school  visits,  on  Montana  PBS  programming,  and  a 
vkjeo  to  be  made  available  state-wide.  The  Symphony  Association  is  fifty  years  old  and  it  provides  a  lot  of  symphonk;  and 
chorale  musk:.  The  grant  asks  for  34%  of  the  total  budget  to  support  a  single  artist  The  committee  dkl  not  questwn  the 
value  of  a  resklen<;y,  however,  they  were  cx)nc;emed  about  the  limited  mix  of  revenue.  The  committee  felt  that  the 
asscx;iatk)n  shoukJ  expect  part  of  a  composer's  fee  to  come  from  private  sources  and  for  that  reason  recommended 
partial  funding.

It  is  a  membership  organization  of  arts  educators,  school  administrators, 
arts  advocates,  parents,  the  Offfce  of  Public  Instruction,  Montana  Arts  Council,  VSA  Montana,  and  the  state's  professbnal 
arts  organizations  such  as  the  MT  Music  Educators,  the  MT  Art  Educators,  the  state  PTA,  and  the  MT  Association  of 
Orchestras.

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  strongly  that  they  need  to  support  this  organization.  The  committee  is  concerned  that  art  education  is 
the  first  thing  that  is  cut  from  schools  when  there  are  budget  cuts.  They  agree  that  art  education  is  extremely  important  to 
the  overall  educatron  of  our  students.  With  arts  education,  SAT  scores  averages  improve.  It  affects  the  way  you  think  - 
they  way  you  see  things.  We  have  funded  them  fairty  consistently  at  about  half  of  their  requested  amount.  It  is  a  good 
project  from  a  quality  organizatkin.  Some  committee  members  felt  that  this  would  be  better  placed  in  operational  support, 
rather  than  special  projects.  The  committee  recommends  a  contingency  that  a  strategic  plan  be  in  place  for  the 
organization  prior  to  receiving  their  grant  funds.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities  (MCH)  Speakers  Bureau,  founded  in  1980,  provides  local  non-profit 
organizations  -  schools,  colleges,  libraries,  civic  and  professbnal  organizatrons,  churches,  and  others  -  with  humanities 
programs  requiring  modest  local  coordination  and  resources.  Using  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  and  Montana 
Cultural  Trust  funds,  MCH  underwrites  program  cash  expenses:  travel,  per  diem,  and  honoraria  for  Speakers  Bureau 
speakers.  Local  sponsoring  organizatrons  match  these  costs  with  in-kind  and  cash  contributions  for  planning,  coordination, 
publicity,  meeting  space,  and  Incidental  expense.  MCH  biennially  compiles  a  new  roster  of  speakers  for  topics  in  the 
humanities,  including  Montana  culture,  history,  and  literature,  Native  American  topics,  cultural  and  public  affairs,  as  well  as 
Chautauqua  programs  (presentations  where  the  speaker  assumes  the  character  of  a  historical  figure).  For  2003-2004,  the 
Speakers  Bureau  will  have  77  speakers  with  96  different  presentatrons.  Among  these  are  programs  to  enhance  the  Bam 
Again  Smithsonian  exhibition  touring  Montana  in  2003.  There  are  also  several  programs,  available  beginning  summer 
2002,  to  respond  to  the  events  of  September  11  th.  Many  of  these  programs  exptore  new  interpretations  of  Montana  history 
and  culture.  All  encourage  discussion.  The  Speakers  Bureau  catalogue  makes  the  program's  roster  of  speakers  and 
topics  available  to  organizations  throughout  Montana.  Further  access  to  the  Speakers  Bureau  occurs  through  MCH's 
website,  www.humanities-mLorg  and  its  magazine  Rendezvous:  the  Humanities  in  Montana. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  is  the  one  program  that  shoukj  set  the  funding  standard  -  and  should  get  the  highest  grant 
possible.  This  group  serves  95  communities  throughout  the  state.  The  demand  for  this  program  is  always  increasing. 
This  is  an  organization  of  the  highest  caliber.  The  cultural  impact  from  this  program  is  essential.  It  reaches  more 
Montanans  than  any  other  program.  This  grant  money  is  used  to  pay  speakers,  not  to  support  the  organizatkjn.  The 
group  voted  to  fund  at  the  highest  level  granted  to  any  group.  In  a  better  budget  year,  this  program  wouW  have  received 
much  more  money.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Quitting  is  a  vibrant  traditional  art  form,  as  popular  today  as  it  was  in  the  1860s,  when  settlers  first  came  to  H^ontana.  The 
quilts  brought  by  those  settlers  were  later  joined  by  quilts  made  in  l^ontana  -  by  miner's  wives  and  homesteaders,  as  welt 
as  by  members  of  tribal  communities  who  learned  to  quilt  from  missionaries  but  adapted  the  art  form  to  suit  their  own 
needs.  Other  quilting  traditions  amved  more  recently  -  that  of  Montana's  Hmong  immigrants,  for  example.  Montana  quilts 
reveal  the  stories  of  Montana  families  and  communities  -  of  cowboys  whose  heavy,  wool  quilts  kept  them  warm  on  coW 
nights  on  the  range;  of  women  who  made  and  raffled  quilts  to  support  community  institution,  as  Big  Timber  women  did  for 
the  Red  Cross  in  1917;  of  women  who  provided  warmth  and  beauty  for  their  families  during  the  Depression;  of  women  who 
made  quilts  to  use  at  home  during  Worid  War  II  to  save  the  blankets  for  "our  boys  overseas";  and  of  the  women  in  the 
1 970s,  who  learned  new  respect  through  quilting  for  the  labors  of  their  grandmothers.  To  celebrate  and  learn  from  this 
history,  the  Montana  Historic  Quilt  Project  and  the  Montana  Historical  Society  propose  to  publish  a  book.  Border  to  Border 
a  History  of  Montana  Quilts,  based  on  infomiation  collected  by  MHQP  about  more  than  2,000  Montana  quilts.  Publk:ation 
of  Border  to  Border  (which  vAW  feature  from  80  to  100  photographs),  slide  talks  across  the  state  by  the  book's  author,  and 
an  accompanying  quilt  show  at  the  Montana  Historical  Society  will  make  the  history  and  art  of  Montana  quilts  available  to 
all  Montanans. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  was  a  unique  proposal,  because  it  focuses  on  women  and  quilting.  The  grant  is  to  produce 
and  publish  a  book  illustrating  a  large  number  of  Montana  quilts.  It  will  devekjp  a  context  to  understand  where  they  come 
from.  There  will  also  be  a  sikle  presentation  tiiat  can  be  used  across  the  state.  This  is  a  well-written  proposal  for  a  clearty 
defined  project.  The  applk^tion  gives  supporting  evidence  that  there  is  a  large  audience  for  this  Montana  book.    C  &  A 
applicants  are  encouraged  to  submit  proposals  that  explore  the  roles  of  women  in  Montana's  history.

The  Montana  Preservation  Alliance  (MPA)  requests  $41 ,100  in  Cultural  Trust  funding  to  support  its  rural  outreach 
programming  through  a  new  training  center,  the  Montana  Preservation  Institute.  This  special  project  builds  upon  15  years 
of  highly  successful  airal  outreach  through  MPA's  Montana  Preservation  Team,  to  extend  programming  and  assistance  to 
all  parts  of  our  state.  The  MPA  team  has  a  demonstrated  record  of  pro  bono  service  to  Montana's  rural  public,  bringing 
volunteer  architects,  historians,  planners  and  archaeologists  to  underserved  communities  where  need  is  the  greatest  The 
Institute  wfill  continue  to  conduct  on-site  Preservation  Team  workshops  for  communities  with  beloved  historic  schools, 
churches,  libraries,  and  railroad  depots.  In  addition,  in  2003,  the  Montana  Presenration  Institute  will  launch  new  initiatives 
on  bam  preservation,  historic  property  easements,  and  cultural  tourism.  Cultural  trust  funds  will  specifically  finance  three 
geographically-dispersed  community-based  wort<shops,  and  a  statewide  symposium  on  rural  preservation.  The 
symposium  will  celebrate  the  legacy  of  Montana's  airal  communities,  and  offer  historic  perspective,  hands-on  training  and 
solid  technical  infonnation  on  topics  such  as  heritage  bams,  historic  building  repairs,  funding  sources  and  presenration  tax 
incentives.  By  funding  the  Montana  Preservation  Institute,  the  Cultural  Tmst  will  greatly  aid  efforts  to  preserve  Montana's 
unique  heritage  and  help  safeguard  our  state's  historic  sites  for  generations  to  come. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  unanimously  supported  the  work  done  by  this  agency.  This  is  a  statewide  service  organization,  providing 
professional  preservation  servrces.  Preservation  is  an  issue  that  needs  attention  in  this  state,  and  they  are  doing  it  well. 
In  the  past  they  have  requested  smaller  grants  from  the  Cultural  Tmst  They  have  expanded  their  vision,  and  this  grant 
will  help  them  to  continue  to  grow  and  provide  a  valuable  servk:e.  The  group  makes  use  of  professional  presenrationists 
to  go  into  communities  and  give  workshops.  This  is  an  essential  educational  element  to  the  preservation  of  our  cultural 
heritage.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 
Regular  increases  in  general  operating  expenses  and  requests  for  new  and  expanded  educatbn  programs  put  a  heavy 
burden  on  the  Museum's  development  office.  With  only  one  full-time  position,  making  large  individual  and  corporate 
requests,  preparing  grant  proposals,  organizing  a  long-term  endowment  campaign,  increasing  the  Museum's  membership, 
and  coordination  four  fundraising  events  each  year  are  overwhelming  responsibilities,  and  often  result  in  last-minute 
preparations,  long  overtime  hours,  and  staff  burnout  For  this  project  the  Museum  will  contract  with  a  local  nonprofit 
mari<eting  cooperative  called  CoMedia  to  provide  the  Museum  with  a  part-time  (25  hours  per  week)  Special  Events 
Coordinator.  Without  those  duties,  the  cun^ent  Director  of  Devetopment  can  shift  her  focus  to  expanding  major  gift 
requests,  increasing  membership  revenues  and  sponsorship  support,  preparing  more  grant  proposals,  and  further 
developing  the  endowment  These  types  of  resource  development  activities  are  consistently  promoted  by  fundraising 
professionals  as  the  most  effective  and  productive  use  of  limited  staff  time  and  resources.  With  the  equivalent  of  one  part- 
time  emptoyee  concentrating  specifically  on  special  events  coordination,  the  museum  can  provide  greater  focus  and 
improve  advance  planning.  In  addition,  the  Special  Events  Coordinator  will  devote  more  time  to  expanding  and  growing  the 
events,  thereby  increasing  revenue.  The  Museum's  goal  for  the  two-year  project  is  for  the  Director  of  Devetopment  and 
Special  Events  Coordinator  to  generate  enough  revenue  to  support  the  new  position  beyond  the  grant  period  while 
providing  ever-increasing  revenue  for  museum  operations. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  feels  that  the  addition  of  a  Special  Events  Coordinator  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  this  high  quality 
museum.  The  museum  has  grown  and  expanded  its  programs,  and  has  provided  evidence  that  an  events  coordinator 
woukJ  help  to  alleviate  the  burden  on  an  over-woriced  staff.  This  is  an  established  organization  with  a  good  staff.  The 
committee  would  like  to  provide  funding  for  this  two-year  grant  period,  with  the  idea  that 

if  the  position  works  well,  it  will  be  easy  to  fundraise  for  more  support  for  the  continuation  of  the  position  after  the  two-year 
trial  period.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

A  60-minute  documentary  film  entitled  THE  RICHEST  HILL  ON  EARTH:  THE  SAGA  OF  AN  AMERICAN  MINING  TOWN 
(formerly  titled  FROM  THEIR  LABORS)  is  the  centerpiece  for  a  comprehensive  multimedia  educational  program  aimed  at 
the  general  public.  Primarily  funded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  with  additional  support  form  the 
Montana  Cultural  Trust,  Montana  Committee  for  the  Humanities,  and  Montana  individuals  and  corporations,  this  highly 
dramatic  and  nationally  significant  story  encapsulates  much  of  America's  history  during  the  late  19th  and  20th  centuries. 
Told  through  the  personal  experiences  of  multi-generation,  working-class  families  whose  lives  intersected  major  historic 
events,  THE  RICHEST  HILL  will  relate  the  saga  of  120  years  of  copper  mining  in  Butte,  Montana,  the  longest-running,  most 
lucrative  hard  rock  mining  town  in  the  country.  This  educational  film  program  will  explore  the  social  and  economic  forces 
that  brought  about  Industrialization,  as  well  as  its  consequences,  making  an  important  and  lasting  contribution  to  the 
current  dialogue  about  the  future  of  the  state  and  the  West  as  a  whole.  The  rich  and  complex  subject  matter  will  be 
expanded  upon  through  a  statewide,  educatranal  outreach  effort  to  include  a  compankjn  book  commissioned  by  Houghton 
Mifflin;  an  interactive  website  designed  for  simul-broadcast;  a  model  community-centered  learning  program  designed  for 
teachers  and  students;  teacher  workshops;  a  CD-Rom  for  classroom  use;  curriculum  and  study  gukles;  and  a  music  CD 
featuring  archival  recordings  and  new  performances  of  mining  and  labor  songs,  the  famous  Butte  Mines  Band,  ethnic  and 
urban  music  from  the  1880s-1940s,  and  the  original  film  score. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

Everyone  on  the  committee  felt  this  project  was  worth  funding.  The  proposal  was  extremely  well  presented,  and  clearty 
established  a  need  for  the  big  picture  of  mining  in  Butte.  The  production  will  utilize  many  scholars  and  advisers  in 
Montana.  The  Cultural  Trust  dkl  support  funding  in  2000-2001 ,  and  this  looks  like  a  continuation  of  that  project.  The 
proposal  indrcates  that  they  are  putting  together  an  educational  program  for  this  project.  They  will  produce  study 
materials,  teacher  wori<shops  and  other  outreach  resources.  The  production  company  seems  to  be  of  the  highest  caliber 
They  have  funding  secured  through  other  sources,  excellent  support  letters,  and  a  good  mix  of  revenues.  Ed  Dobb  is  a 
brilliant  writer  and  Pam  Roberts  has  two  PBS  projects  under  her  belt  If  anytxxjy  is  going  to  get  this  done  it  will  be  these 
two  people.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  focus  of  this  grant  Is  to  fund  a  half-time  Executive  Director  for  the  Gallery.  This  position  would  be  responsible  for 
increasing  interest  for  and  awareness  of  the  services  provided  by  the  Gallery:  providing  emerging  rural  artists  a  venue  to 
showcase  their  work  publicly,  with  an  emphasis  on  minority  artists  such  as  Native  Americans  and  high  school  students;

The  Sandpiper  has  been  run  solely 
on  volunteer-power,  and  it  is  time  to  bring  in  a  professional  who  can  take  the  gallery  to  the  next  level. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  voiced  its  support  of  this  gallery,  whch  serves  the  Flathead  reservatwn  and  the  sunounding  area  They 
are  asking  for  half  a  salary  for  a  new  executive  director  after  many  years  of  having  a  fully  volunteer  staff.  They  expect  to 
serve  6,000  people  over  the  course  of  the  granting  period.  They  project  the  position  to  be  self-supporting  after  the  two- 
year  grant.  The  proposal  gives  supporting  evidence  that  they  have  outgrown  the  capacity  to  survive  as  a  fully  volunteer 
organizatron.  The  time  has  come  to  hire  staff,  and  the  grant  committee  agrees.  However,  the  committee  felt  that  in  this 
limited  funding  climate  it  regretfully  coukJ  not  fund  a  first-time  staff  positwn.

Meriwether  Lewis  on  "The  Road  to  the  Buffalo',  covering  the  return  of  the  Corps  of  Discovery  from  Lolo  Pass  to  Travelers' 
Rest  to  the  Sun  River  in  late  June  and  earty  July  of  1806,  will  be  a  much-needed,  in-depth  treatment  of  one  of  the  most 
important  but  least-known  segments  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Trail.  It  will  employ  satellite  imagery,  recent  low-level  oblique 
aerial  photos,  and  historic  paired-stereo  aerials,  abng  with  interactive  360-degree  navigable  panoramk:  photos  shot  at 
approximately  ten  different  tocations.  The  history  of  the  Trail's  setting  will  be  exptored  through  each  image  via 
hypergraphic  links  to  75-100  separate  pages  of  interpretive  historical  writing  that  will  connect  Lewis  and  Clark's  era  with 
contemporary  life  in  the  Blackfoot,  Dearbom  and  Sun  River  Valleys.  Each  historical  narrative  will  begin  with  one  or  more 
references  to  Lewis'  journal  (June  29  through  July  11,  1806),  including  entries  relating  to  natural  history.  Navigable 
panoramas  will  be  shot  In  the  vicinities  of  Lolo  Hot  Springs,  Travelers'  Rest,  Council  Hill  (Missoula),  Prairie  of  the  Knobs 
and  Seaman's  (Monture)  Creek,  Ovando,  Lincoln.  Lewis  and  Clark  Pass,  Augusta,  Fairfield,  and  Simms.  Nationally- 
recognized  authorities  on  each  of  the  topes,  including  geographer  John  L.  Allen,  geologist  Robert  Bergantino.  historian 
Harry  Fritz,  and  representatives  of  resource  institutions  such  as  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  the  Beinecke  Library  at 
Yale  University,  and  Montana  Historical  Society.  Meriwether  Lewis  on'The  Road  to  the  Buffalo"  will  be  written  and 
produced  for  use  on  Discovering  Lewis  &  Clark  TM  (www.lewis-clart<.org).

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Alberta  Bair  Theater  (ABT)  seeks  $40,000  for  2004-2005  operatronal  support.  In  the  sixteen  years  since  the  ABT 
opened  in  downtown  Billings,  the  theater  has  grown  to  be  a  cultural  anchor  in  south  central  Montana  and  northem 
Wyoming  and  a  regional  leader  in  presenting  world  class  live  performing  arts.  The  ABT  is  the  largest  fully-equipped 
performing  arts  facility  between  Denver  and  Seattle  and  sen«s  a  tocal  populatron  of  129,132  and  a  regbnal  populatkjn  of 
nearly  400,000.  Last  year,  a  record  103,500  people  attended  123  events  at  the  ABT.  In  addition,  22,000  students  attended 
18  ABT  Arts  in  Education  special  school  matinees  and  295  educators  partrcipated  in  professbnal  devebpment  workshops 
for  credit.  The  acclaimed  ABT  Stories  Project,  in  whrch  local,  natronal  and  intematkjnal  artists  in  residence  use  the  arts  to 
teach  at-risk  teens  the  teaming  skills  necessary  to  stay  in  school,  has  expanded  from  just  30  students  at  one  middle  school 
in  Billings  in  1998,  to  110  students  in  two  middle  schools  and  the  Billings  Alternative  High  School  in  2002.  Additionally, 
ABT's  Access  to  Arts  distributing  complimentary  theater  trckets  to  low-income  families,  has  experienced  a  70%  increase 
since  1998,  with  2,200  tickets  donated  to  those  in  need  in  2002.  D 

DThe  ABT's  artistk:  growth,  organizatronal  strength  and  financial  stability  has  eamed  the  theater  top  marks  in  natranal 
theater  profite  surveys  that  track  ticket  revenue,  individual  and  business  support,  affordable  ticket  prices  and  attendance 
records.  The  theater  has  been  instrumental  in  helping  the  arts  flourish  in  this  regbn  by  serving  as  a  btock  booking  hub  to 
smalter  theaters  in  rural  communities  in  Montana  and  Wyoming  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  afford  national  and 
International  artists  without  ABT  bkx:k  booking  efforts.  The  theater  is  a  social  center,  a  meeting  place,  educatbn  facility 
and  regwnal  landmark.  Audiences  of  an  ages  can  congregate  to  share  the  enlightening,  entertaining,  and  life-enhancing 
experiences  of  live  performing  arts. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  theatre  is  an  important  artiste  and  entertainment  center  in  Billings.  This  theatre  has  been 
very  successfijl  over  their  history.  They  just  keep  getting  better  and  better  at  what  they  do.  The  committee  agreed  that 
these  larger  organizatbns  shoukl  not  be  penalized  because  of  their  success.  This  theatre  owns  a  buikjing,  and  the 
maintenance  of  such  an  operation  is  costly.  The  committee  felt  that  we  want  to  support  groups  that  have  a  good  mix  of 
revenue,  so  we  can't  pull  out  our  own  funding  just  because  they  have  a  good  mix  of  revenue.  This  is  a  quality  arts  center 
with  a  proven  history.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

ArtsLink,  the  only  comprehensive  summer  high  school  arts  program  in  Montana,  is  a  coordinated  program  of  intensive 
week-long  summer  workshops  in  architecture,  dance,  music,  studk)  art  televiskin  broadcasting,  ceramcs,  photography, 
filmmaking  and  theatre  which  are  team  taught  by  university  faculty  members,  arts  professionals,  and  selected  high  school 
teacher  feltows.  160  students  attended  ArtsLink  this  summer  -  drawn  from  over  50-  communities  (49%  of  students  are 
from  rural  communities  -  up  from  last  year's  46%).  One  of  ArtsLink's  is  (sc)  to  make  the  program  as  accessible  as 
possible  to  students  from  across  the  state.  Therefore,  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  grant  would  allow  ArtsLink  to  lower 
tuitnn  costs  and  provide  additkinal  scholarships. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  is  an  extensive  arts  program,  including  a  wide  range  of  faculty,  artists,  and  students.  It 
appears  to  be  the  only  state-wide  program  of  its  kind.  According  to  the  proposal,  49%  of  the  students  involved  are  from 
rural  communities,  so  it  is  reaching  out  to  underserved  populations.  However,  state  funding  for  the  Department  of  Arts  & 
Architecture  is  already  in  place.  The  committee  felt  that  this  is  not  within  the  realm  of  the  Guttural  Trust  grant  program. 
Rather,  the  University  shoukj  find  the  funds  to  support  this  program.

While  countless  studies  verify  that  arts  and  culture  generate  economic  activity,  the  Billings  Cultural  Partners  will  devise  and 
implement  the  practicum  "how  &  do  it  now"  to  bring  commerce  and  culture  together  for  co-operative  marketing.

Art  is  also  a  corporate  industry  recruitment  tool  In  September  2001 ,  the 
Billings  Cultural  Partners,  a  grassroots  collaborative  5  year  effort  moved  from  being  an  all  volunteer  organization  to  hiring 
a  cultural  arts  marketing  coordinator.  This  twenty-member  consortia  has  devised  a  "Billings  Cultural  Plan",  and  a  Billings 
arts  and  culture  economic  impact  study.  The  goal  of  the  Billings  Cultural  Partners  is  to  double  the  attendance  at  the 
cultural  and  historical  institutions  in  the  immediate  downtown  Billings  area  from  500,000  annually  to  more  than  one  million 
attendees  annually,  by  the  year  2010.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Partners  to  develop  cultural  arts  coorldors  (sic)  with  our 
neighboring  communities  and  Indian  reservations.  Our  vision  is  that  by  the  year  2010,  Billngs  wi  be  nationally  recognized 
as  the  "Cultural  Tourism'  center  for  arts  and  heritage  in  this  area;  be  a  regional  and  national  magnet  for  economic 
development  built  on  arts  and  culture;  and  essential  in  the  lives  of  our  residents,  the  regbn  and  the  travel  industry.  The 
Partnership  needs  interim  support  to  establish  itself,  and  to  engage  the  business  community  in  the  economic  viability  of 
arts  and  commerce  worthing  together.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Butte  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  (BCPA)  is  seeking  operational  support  for  its  1200-seat  Mother  Lode  Theatre  and 
its  106-seat  Orphan  Girl  Theatre.  The  Mother  Lode  Theatre  is  the  only  full-size  theatre  in  southwest  Montana  capable  of 
hosting  local,  regional,  national  and  international  performing  groups  and  events.  It  operates  on  three  fronts  as  landlord, 
presenter  and  producer.  As  such,  it  Is  home  to  the  Butte  Community  Concerts,  the  Butte  Symphony,  various  touring 
groups  brought  in  by  entrepreneurs,  a  Broadway  show  series,  and  its  own  fail  musical  production  produced  in  collaboration 
with  the  Orphan  Giri  Theatre.  The  Orphan  Giri  Theatre,  a  fully  renovated  children's  theatre  on  the  lower  level  of  the 
building  has  a  year-round  program  for  students  from  ages  5-18.  Today,  between  the  two  venues  over  three  hundred 
volunteers  work  with  various  aspects  of  both  operations.  They  take  tickets,  sell  concessions,  sew  costumes,  paint  sets, 
design  web  sites,  and  work  with  all  aspects  of  publicity.  However,  the  BCPA  is  dependent  upon  a  professional  staff 
knowledgeable  of  theatre  management  and  operations  and  a  devoted  and  active  fundraising  board  of  directors  for  its 
continued  success  and  growth  of  both  venues.  The  Mother  Lode  opened  in  September  1996  following  extensive  renovation 
and  since  that  time  has  averaged  8  performances  a  month.  The  Orphan  Giri  opened  a  year  later. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  is  a  model  of  the  type  of  cultural  center  that  this  grant  program  supports.  The  Center  is  a  combination  of  landlord, 
presenter,  and  producer.  This  is  an  important  center  in  culturally  rich,  but  economically  deprived  area.  This  Center  has 
done  a  great  job.

Carbon  County  Arts  Guild  is  submitting  its  first  application  to  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust.  We  are  asking  for  staff  support 
in  the  amount  of  $20,000  for  fiscal  years  2004  and  2005.  We  are  located  in  the  historic  Red  Lodge  depot  building.  This 
stnjcture  is  in  need  of  repairs.  The  roof  leaks,  paint  Is  peeling,  base  plates  are  rotting.  We  will  find  It  very  difficult  to  pay 
for  these  repairs  and  also  fund  operating  support  without  the  assistance  of  grant  funds  from  the  Trust. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  the  grant  application  was  accurate  in  its  assessment:  If  they  could  have  a  safe  and  historic 
facility,  they  could  later  use  it  for  arts  development  In  the  region.  If  the  applicant  can  provide  a  facility,  then  they  can 
devote  more  energy  to  the  arts.  The  grant  Is  somewhat  confusing,  because  it  describes  what  seems  to  be  a  capital 
project.  But  then  the  proposal  also  indicates  the  need  for  an  executive  director,  followed  by  the  need  for  children's 
programming  and  workshops.  While  the  committee  did  feel  that  the  grant  writing  could  be  stronger,  they  agreed  that  this 
group  Is  getting  things  done.  They  are  not  sitting  around  waiting  for  someone  else  in  the  community  to  do  something. 
The  committee  wants  to  support  that  kind  of  get-going  attitude,  and  the  community  involvement  it  evidences.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Cultural  trust  support  in  ttie  past  has  enabled  the  new  Peaks  to  Plains  Museum  to  begin  a  successful  operation  with  the 
hire  of  an  Executive  Director  in  1999.  We  are  again  requesting  operational  funds  to  allow  us  to  devote  funds  to  a 
mandated  project:  the  design  and  construction  of  an  elevator  serving  all  four  floors.  We  v^nll  be  hard  pressed  to  find  funding 
for  the  elevator  while  meeting  our  operational  expenses.  Maintaining  staff  support  will  be  very  important  to  our  growing 
success  as  a  major  cultural  institution  in  our  rural  county. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  wants  to  support  this  organization,  as  they  have  proven  over  the  years  to  be  a  strong,  high  quality 
organization.  The  application  does  make  it  clear  that  they  have  a  need  for  capital  improvements.  A  few  years  ago  they 
added  a  professional  staff  member,  and  that  has  helped  to  improved  the  quality  of  the  organization.  It  is  difficult  to  rate 
this  proposal  vis  a  vis  the  others,  because  what  they  need  is  an  elevator  to  provide  handicapped  access,  but  in  this  grant 
proposal  they  are  asking  for  staff.  The  committee  felt  that  the  application  could  be  stronger  if  it  was  a  simple  request  for 
capital  expenditure  for  a  new  elevator.  But  in  any  case,  the  society  does  need  the  elevator,  and  they  do  deserve  the 
funding.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

This  application  requests  Operational  Support  for  our  extensive  annual  calendar  of  programs  and  changing  exhibits.  Funds 

will  be  used  for  salary  support  and  marketing. 

DCuster  County  Art  Center  serves  a  large,  very  mral,  nine-county  area  in  southeastem  Montana.  Its  schedule  of  changing 

exhibits  and  classes  in  the  visual  arts  and  programs  Is  open  to  the  public  year-round.  It  showcases  the  work  of  local, 

regional,  and  national  artists  through  annual  theme  exhibits  as  well  as  one-time  exhibitions  intended  to  represent  the  wide 

variety  of  work  being  accomplished  in  the  art  world.  Significant  exhibits  are  also  block-booked  in  sequence  with  other 

Montana  (MAGDA)  galleries. 

DWorkshops  for  those  of  all  ages  and  abilities,  a  Speakers  Bureau,  and  other  humanities  programs  are  offered  regularly. 

To  better  serve  the  communities  of  this  region,  many  exhibits  and  programs  are  designed  to  travel  within  this  150-mlle 

radius  with  a  low  population  base  and  scarce  resources.  During  the  school  year,  we  schedule  visits  to  schools  and 

communities  to  provide  classroom  art  instruction  to  this  underserved  area. 

DThroughout  the  summer  months  we  schedule  an  extensive  summer  schedule  of  art  classes  for  school-age  children  while 

on  vacation.  This  annual  attraction  maintains  an  overflow  capacity  of  registration  because  of  its  popularity. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  had  nothing  but  praise  for  this  eastem  Montana  arts  facility.  This  museum  has  a  wonderful  outreach 
mentality.  They  think  in  terms  of  serving  the  surrounding  communities,  it  Is  what  museums  should  be.  They  offer  a 
variety  of  programs;  other  museums  should  do  likewise.  The  committee  was  impressed  that  this  was  the  only  museum 
they  know  of  with  a  playground  outside.  This  organization  is  consistently  ranked  high.  This  Is  more  than  a  museum.  It  is 
an  art  and  cultural  center  -  an  oasis  in  eastern  Montana.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Following  the  death  of  Marcus  Daly's  widow,  Margaret,  In  1 941 ,  the  Daly  Mansion  was  boarded  up  and  left  to  deteriorate  for 
forty-five  years.  Thanks  to  grants  from  the  Tourism  Infrastructure  Investment  program,  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust,  the 
Rob  and  Terry  Ryan  Foundation  and  a  partnership  with  the  city  if  Hamilton,  significant  work  has  already  been  completed  on 
the  electrical  systems  and  roof  The  Daly  Mansion  Preservation  Trust  plans  to  go  forward  with  complete  restoration  of  the 
interior  and  exterior  of  the  Daly  Mansion  during  the  2004-2005  operating  seasons  with  funds  from  private  foundations  and 
government  sources.  During  the  restoration  phase,  the  Mansion  will  be  either  partly  or  completely  shut  down.  The  Daly 
Mansion  Preservation  Trust  relies  on  tours  for  a  significant  portion  of  its  operating  budget.  The  inability  to  be  open  for  tours 
will  seriously  impact  the  Daly  Mansion  Presen/ation  Trust's  ability  to  adequately  oversee  and  reopen  the  Daly  Mansion  after 
restoration.  This  grant  application  is  in  request  of  operating  support  during  the  Daly  Mansion's  closure. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  discussed  this  application  at  length.  The  application  was  vague.  To  the  best  of  the  committee's 
knowledge,  the  building  is  closed  right  now  because  of  restoration.  This  grant  seems  to  be  asking  for  support  to  fund 
maintenance  and  staff  salaries  while  the  building  is  closed  for  repair.  The  committee  feels  that  the  Cultural  Trust's 
particular  issues  do  not  seem  to  be  well  served  by  a  building  that  is  now  closed  to  the  public.  In  the  end,  it  was 
determined  that  looking  at  the  renovation  that  is  to  take  place  in  2004-2005,  the  Cultural  Trust  did  not  believe  that  this 
funding  source  was  an  appropriate  avenue  for  income  at  this  time.  They  want  to  maintain  their  employees  during  the 
construction  phase,  but  the  grant  gives  no  indication  what  those  employees  would  be  doing  every  day  during  that  time. 
From  the  committee's  viewpoint,  the  applicant  should  have  made  provisions  for  this  need  during  the  eariier  phases  of  the 
planning  of  their  c:apital  expansion.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  newly  formed  Bozeman  Theatre  Guild,  sponsored  by  the  Montana  State  University  Department  of  Media  &  Theatre  Arts 
requests  $10,000  to  underwrite  the  2004  and  2005  performance  seasons  in  the  Strand  Theatre.  In  past  years,  the  Strand 
Theatre  has  only  been  available  to  the  community  groups  for  limited  dates  each  year.  Additionally  rental  fees  have  been 
prohibitive  and  there  has  not  been  technical  support  for  the  space.  This  grant  would  defray  costs  for  technical  support  and 
lighting  supplies  such  as  bulbs  and  gels.  It  would  also  aid  with  marketing  costs  for  the  united  Guild  marketing  effort. 
Through  a  partnership  with  the  Department  of  Media  &  Theatre  Arts,  typical  rental  fees  would  be  waived,  allowing  use  of 
the  space  to  be  affordable  to  all  theatre  groups  in  Gallatin  County  and  those  traveling  from  around  the  state. 

Access  to  the  Strand  Theatre  at  Montana  State  University  is  critical  to  the  future  of  this  community's  performing  arts. 
Currently,  there  are  no  other  theatres  in  Bozeman  seating  under  700  people.  The  Strand  Theatre  is  not  only  perfect  due  to 
its  size  (400  seats)  but  it  also  has  a  fully  equipped  stage  with  lighting,  curtains,  etc.  This  theatre  hopes  to  offer  30 
weekends  of  performances  each  year  -  making  it  the  main  stage  in  Bozeman. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  applauds  the  guild's  group  marketing  efforts.  This  appears  to  be  a  vital  theatre,  but  it  appears  that  the 
guild  is  planning  on  renting  the  space  out  to  a  different  production  every  weekend.  Their  budget  planning  assumes  a  full 
house  every  weekend.  This  does  not  seem  feasible.  The  committee  felt  that  there  was  evidence  in  the  application  of  a 
need  for  the  space  as  a  theatre,  but  they  questioned  whether  there  is  also  a  need  for  the  space  as  a  meeting  room  for 
MSU?  The  application  gave  no  indication  of  what  MSU's  need  is  for  this  space.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 
District  7  HRDC  Growth  Thru  Art  (GTA)  is  a  multi-clisciplinary  fine  arts  program  specifically  designed  to  provide  arts 
experiences  for  individuals  with  disabilities.  The  core  of  this  program  is  four  bi-weekly  studios  that  serve  the  needs  of 
dozens  of  visual  artists  living  in  the  area.  Program  expansion  over  the  past  three  years  has  resulted  in  additional  artistic 
services  provided  to  a  growing  number  of  artists  with  disabilities  in  the  areas  of  poetry  writing,  oral  interpretation  and 
creative  movement.  A  guiding  principle  at  GTA  is  the  belief  that  creativity  is  NOT  limited  by  disability,  and  GTA  proactively 
engages  in  activities  that  help  foster  empowering  attitudes.  Individuals  with  disabilities  often  cannot  access  existing 
programs  due  to  combination  of  economic  hardship,  health,  disability  or  physical  condition.  GTA's  presence  provides  them 
with  an  ongoing  opportunity  to  develop  tangible  skills  of  self-expression  using  a  variety  of  artistic  means.  GTA  is  seeking 
$23,500  in  operational  support  to  maintain  its  cun-ent  services,  while  developing  and  implementing  strategies  to  serve 
additional  constituencies.  GTA  maintains  a  policy  that  100%  of  artists  served  have  disabilities  and  will  come  fi-om  low- 
Income  sectors  of  the  population  with  annual  household  income  under  $10,000  per  individual  served.  With  all  of  its 
enrolled  artists  requiring  tuition  support  following  abllity-to-pay  assessments,  GTA  is  not  able  to  rely  on  eamed  income  to 
meet  its  needs,  but  must  rely  on  a  broad-based  financial  network  to  sustain  its  artistic  and  administrative  vitality.  As  one  of 
very  few  programs  in  the  United  States  of  its  kind,  GTA  plays  a  leadership  role  in  the  cultural  life  of  this  region.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Great  Falls  Symphony  is  requesting  continuing  support  in  the  form  of  a  grant  for  Operational  Support  to  underwrite  a 
portion  of  our  budget  which  relates  specifically  to  concerts  and  educational  outreach  to  rural  communities  throughout  the 
state  of  Montana.  The  GFSA  is  currently  beginning  its  44th  season  and  for  25  of  those  years  has  been  committed  to 
offering  live  symphonic/chamber  music  to  rural  areas  of  the  state.  Over  200  musicians  are  involved  in  the  organization  as 
members  of  the  orchestra,  symphonic  choir,  two  professional  resident  ensembles  and  a  regional  youth  orchestra.  In 
Montana,  due  in  part  to  sparse  population  spread  over  vast  distances,  many  people  have  limited  or  sometimes  even  no 
access  to  live  symphonic  music.  The  GFSA  has  for  many  years  placed  high  priority  upon  activities  that  reach  out  to  people 
in  such  areas  across  the  entire  state,  and  has  committed  a  substantial  portion  of  its  budget  to  this  purpose.  Not  only  staff 
time,  but  financial  resources  are  focused  upon  programs  to  make  music  for  musicians  and  audiences  accessible  and 
affordable  for  all.  This  financial  commitment  is  assisted  through  essential  grant  support  such  as  this  because  the  fees 
charged  to  presenters  will  never  support  the  true  costs  of  this  program.  Through  programs  such  as  those  outlined  above, 
the  Great  Falls  Symphony  provides  live  concerts,  educational  programs  and  special  events  for  over  35,000  Montanans 
annually. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  entire  panel  thought  this  was  one  of  the  strongest  applications,  and  recommends  full  funding.  This  association 
supports  a  number  of  different  symphonic  groups  in  north  central  Montana.  They  serve  a  population  of  35,000  In  a  year. 
This  organization  is  a  wonderful  success  story,  but  they  need  foundation  and  grant  support  to  survive.  In  the  past  30 
years,  the  budget  has  risen  to  half  a  million  dollars.  They  have  created  a  two  million  dollar  endowment.  They  offer  six 
concerts  a  year,  and  offer  fantastic  outreach  to  places  like  Circle  and  Miles  City.  Their  $24,000  request  Is  only  2%  of  their 
budget,  and  the  mix  of  revenue  is  excellent.  This  is  an  excellent  grant  proposal  by  a  worthy  organization.

The  Museum  is  a  community-centered  facility  that  serves  the  general  public  in  an  effort  to  educate  and  enhance  the  quality 
of  life  to  its  constituents.  Increasing  and  promoting  a  strong  cultural  awareness  to  the  broadest  possible  audience  is  a 
guiding  factor  to  our  operations.

The  classes  culminate  with 
a  performance,  and  every  participant  is  cast.  Shows  include  "Treasure  Island"  and  "Beauty  and  the  Beast". 
Performing  Arts  Camp  -  every  summer,  talented  young  performers  spend  two  weeks  refining  their  skills.  MCT  staff  and 
guest  artists  guide  attendees  through  classes  and  rehearsals  that  culminate  in  a  musical  production. 
Community  Theatre  -  MCT  offers  live  theatre  throughout  the  year.  The  five-show  community  theatre  season  is  sustained 
by  volunteers  and  is  enjoyed  by  18,000  people  annually.  The  new  summer  season  brings  Broadway-caliber  actors  to 
Missoula. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  was  an  extremely  strong  applk:atk)n.  MCT  will  appear  in  88  Montana  communities  this  year. 
It  is  hard  to  imagine  a  better  touring  policy;  especially  in-state.  In  a  week's  time  MCT  gets  toca\  chiWren  ready  for  a 
performance.  MCT  offers  a  five-show  season,  serving  18,000  rural  Montanans  annually.  This  request  is  not 
unreasonable  in  a  better  funding  climate.  MCT  has  foundation  support  an  NEA  grant,  tuition  revenue,  private  donors, 
and  reskJency  fees.  Rural  communities  make  money  from  ticket  sales.  MCT  shows  a  commitment  to  Montana  in  their 
history.  Focus  is  much  larger  than  Montana.  Everybody  on  the  committee  believes  in  this  service.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Miles  City  Preservation  Commission  (MCPC)  was  established  by  city  ordinance  to  promote  and  encourage  public 
programs  to  further  public  awareness  and  preservation  of  historic  resources  and  cultural  heritage  of  Miles  City.  The  MCPC 
is  the  only  city  historic  preservation  office  in  the  state  which  maintains  an  independent  office,  in  downtown  location,  open  to 
the  public,  for  the  collection  and  maintenance  of  materials  related  to  the  office's  functions.  While  funding  for  special 
projects  can  often  be  obtained,  the  day-to-day  operational  expenses  required  to  keep  the  office  open,  the  rent  and  utilities 
paid,  are  more  difficult  to  fund.  In  order  to  maintain  this  office  with  its  public  accessibility  to  its  collection  of  relevant 
materials,  the  MCPC  is  requesting  the  funds  necessary  to  meet  those  expenses. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

They  are  part  of  the  certified  local  government  for  Miles  City.  They  have  a  store-front  office,  unlike  any  other  CLG  in  the 
state.  The  committee  agreed  that  the  project  Is  strong,  and  they  need  rent  and  utilities  for  their  offices.  However,  there  is 
a  question  whether  or  not  the  mandated  duties  of  a  CLG  demand  a  store-front  office.  The  store-ft^ont  does  give  them 
visibility,  and  is  valuable  for  cultural  tourism.  In  a  better  funding  climate,  the  committee  would  have  recommended 
funding  at  approximately  50%.  However,  due  to  budget  restrictions,  the  recommendation  is  zero.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Montana  Arts  provides  cost-effective  quasl-govemmental  services  to  the  state  of  Montana;  in  Kentucky  and  New  Mexico, 
for  example,  state  government  emptoyees  plays  a  similar  role.  These  sennces  take  the  form  of  contract  management  for 
non-profit  cultural  organizations  that  are  important  to  the  state  and  projects  that  benefit  local  communities.  Client  statewide 
service  organizations  generally  cannot  afford  to  hire  their  own  staff  members.  By  cooperatively  purchasing  a  portion  of 
Montana  Arts'  staff  time,  client  organizatrans  have  year-round  access  to  our  two  full-time  professkjnal  staff.  Since  1 978  we 
have  performed  all  the  varied  functions  one  expects  of  support  staff,  worthed  out  of  a  central  office,  managed  their  finances, 
provided  bookkeeping  and  tax  reporting,  traveled  to  client  board  meetings,  and  organized  their  publk;  events.  With  our 
stabilizing  Influence,  these  organizatrans  have  over  time  expanded  their  services  and  effectiveness  well  beyond  the  level 
they  could  otherwise  provide  with  volunteers  alone.  This  application  requests  operatbnal  support  to  continue  providing  our 
services  statewide — particularly  to  volunteer  organizations  that  serve  small  mral  communitiesr— and  to  begin  providing 
partial  support  for  staff  health  insurance. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  Montana  Arts  provkjes  a  vital  functron  for  helping  small  arts  organizatbns  with  administrative 
functkjns.  These  small  groups  could  not  exist  without  Montana  Arts  to  help  them  with  their  bookkeeping,  grant  writing, 
etc.  This  organization  organized  the  very  successful  Montana  Performing  Arts  Consortium.  This  agency  manages  funds 
and  provides  technical  assistance.  The  committee  supports  this  organization,  and  others  like  It  that  serve  a  wkje  range  of 
other  small  arts  agencies.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  purpose  of  this  statewide  service  organization  Montana  Association  of  Symphony  Orchestra  (MASO)  is  to  encourage, 
promote,  and  assist  in  the  maintenance  and  devetopment  of  musical  programs  of  quality  throughout  Montana.  Our 
organization  consists  of  eight  non-profit  tax-exempt  symphony  orchestras  in  Montana,  and  their  volunteer  boards  of 
directors.  These  orchestras  are  found  in  cities  and  towns  that  range  in  size  from  4,500  to  98,000.  Within  this  artistic 
discipline,  MASO  is  the  only  association  that  binds  all  the  major  symphonic  organizations  together.  For  example, 
symphony  orchestra  musicians  are  not  evenly  distributed  across  the  state  and  orchestras  must  coordinate  schedules  in 
order  to  share  musicians  who  play  certain  instruments.  In  additions,  purchase  or  even  rental  of  70  to  80  copies  or 
orchestral  and  choral  sheet  music  can  be  prohibitively  expensive;  in  response  we  created  a  free  lending  library  of  musical 
scores  to  member  orchestras.  Therefore,  the  key  to  this  organization's  success  is  a  spirit  of  cooperation,  not  competition, 
among  its  members.  Montana  Cultural  Trust  funds  will  be  used  for  operation  support  to  continue  cooperative  planning 
among  orchestras,  thereby  faditating  cost-effective  use  of  scarce  resources,  to  partially  fund  members  orchestra  outreach 
activities  to  rural  and  underserved  communities,  hold  a  biennial  Young  Artist  Competition,  partially  fund  a  Leadership 
Conference  to  train  volunteers  and  staff  from  across  Montana  on  ways  to  more  effectively  serve  their  communities. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  feels  that  all  the  orchestras  that  belong  to  MASO  work  much  more  efficiently  because  they  share 
resources.  They  definitely  have  a  good  track  record,  and  exhibit  the  ability  to  be  effective.  This  is  an  umbrella 
organization  of  nine  symphony  orchestras.  They  maintain  a  library  that  is  shared  between  the  member  orchestras,  so 
that  each  does  not  need  to  purchase  the  musk:,  whrch  they  wil  perfomn.  They  ain  a  board  institute,  using  speakers  from 
the  American  Symphony  Orchestra  League.

We  teach 
aspiring  young  performers  to  strive,  be  creative,  and  to  believe  in  themselves.  Our  philosophy  is  that  art  education 
provides  gratifying  experiences  that  will  remain  with  students  throughout  their  lives.  Dance  education  teaches  self- 
confidence,  and  expression,  discipline  of  the  mind  and  body,  great  musicality  and  appreciation  for  all  the  arts,  and 
dedication  and  desire  to  excel  in  all  a  student  undertakes.  Montana  Ballet  produces  the  "Nutcracker",  the  New  York 
Connection,  and  a  family  presentation  every  year.  MBC  brings  a  dance  company  from  another  country  each  season  to 
encourage  cultural  understanding.  Dance  existed  before  the  written  language  and  encourages  direct  communication 
among  peoples.  This  year  Dance  Masters  of  Bali  present  their  music  and  traditions  to  Galletin  (sic)  Valley  audiences.  Past 
performances  arranged  because  of  Cultural  Tnjst  Funds  include  Jose  Greco  from  Madrid  and  Tangokinesis  from  Buenos 
Aires.

When 
a  conductor  loses  his  hearing,  it  shakes  up  an  organization,  to  say  the  least.  For  ttie  past  year,  the  Chorale  has  been 
conducted  by  Dr.  James  Jirak,  faculty  member  at  Boise  State.  We  perform  the  "Voices  of  Discovery"  program  as 
frequently  as  possible  under  Dr.  Jirak's  capable  direction. 

D  Montana  Chorale  maintains  its  original  misskjn:  to  give  Montanans  opportunities  to  experience  live  performances  of  great 
music,  especially  people  in  sparsely  populated  mral  areas  (seldom  visited  by  professional  groups),  to  inspire  students  to 
continue  their  music  study,  and  provkje  a  vehicle  for  continuing  education  for  Montana's  musicians  to  wori<  professionally 
in  their  chosen  field.

Montana  Dance  Arts  Association  provides  access  to  high  quality  cost-effective  educational  dance  experiences  statewide. 
First,  MDAA  holds  semi-annual  education  workshops  in  autumn  and  spring  which  are  open  to  young  dancers  and  their 
teachers  statewide.  MDAA  will  bring  a  total  of  10  professional  dancers,  dance  teachers,  and  choreographers  to  Montana 
from  top  quality  schools  and  touring  companies.  They  will  teach  ballet,  modem,  jazz  and  tap  classes.  Second,  MDAA 
administers  a  summer  scholarship  program  for  young  Montana  dancers  who  demonstrate  the  highest  technk:al  profk^iency 
and  creativity  in  their  art  fomi.  Spring  workshop  teachers  adjudicate  scholarship  audltk)ns  in  their  disciplines  and  award 
full,  partial-tuition,  and  cash  summer  scholarships  to  study  at  approximately  35  schools  and  professional  dance 
companies.  At  the  national  and  regbnal  level,  some  schools  and  companies  offering  tuition  scholarships  in  2002  include 
Pint  Pari<  College,  Pennsylvania;  Bates  Dance  Festival,  Maine;  Ririe-Woodbury  Dance  Company  and  Repertory  Dance 
Theatre,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah;  Pacific  Northwest  Ballet,  Seattle,  Washington;  and  Ballet  Idaho  in  Boise.  Montana  dance 
schools  increasing  bring  top-quality  professkjnal  dancers  and  faculty  to  their  summer  workshops.  Their  scholarships  offer 
access  to  similar  experiences  for  students  who  cannot  afford  the  additional  living  expenses  incurred  with  out-of-state 
summer  scholarships.

MDAA  brings  in  professwnal  dancers,  choreographers,  and  teachers  from  out  of  state  to  come  and  wori< 
with  young  people  in  Montana.  This  makes  it  possible  for  aspiring  young  Montana  dancers  to  improve  their  skills  and 
bridge  into  the  professional  dance  realm,  while  remaining  in  Montana.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Montana  Science  Institute  (MSI)  offers  programs  for  K-12  teachers  and  students  statewide,  on  the  history,  cultures, 
and  science  of  the  Lewis  and  Clar1<  Expedition  in  Montana.  MSI  has  also  developed  six  teaching  trunks  and  associated 
curricula  for  teaching  about  the  Expedition  and  offers  a  re-certification  workshop  for  graduate  credit  for  teachers  through 
the  University  of  Montana.  MSI  requests  $18,000  per  year  for  two  years  for  operating  expenses.  Program  expenses  are 
covered  by  program  revenues;  however,  very  few  of  the  program  revenues,  if  any,  are  allocated  for  operattons  and 
maintenance.  In  order  to  provide  the  programs,  MSI  must  be  able  to  operate  its  facility  and  pay  its  non-programmatic  staff 
of  four  people  who  altogether  are  paid  $50,509  annually.  Additional  maintenance  expenses  run  about  $34,152  for 
electricity,  heating,  phone,  internet  and  buiWing  repairs.  Therefore,  our  Operatkjnal  Support  Budget  totals  $84,661 .  Some 
of  these  costs  are  covered  by  donations  or  by  program  indirects,  if  the  indirects  are  not  required  as  matching  funds  for 
grants.  A  grant  of  $18,000  per  year  for  the  next  two  years  would  help  us  cover  our  operatrons  and  maintenance  costs  and 
give  our  Board  of  Directors  time  to  seek  additional  operational  funding  and  develop  additional  programs  during  the  winter 
months  to  help  with  operations  costs  and  would  allow  us  to  continue  to  operate  our  programs  until  those  funds  can  be 
procured  and  winter  programs  can  be  devek>ped. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  grant  dkj  not  seem  to  be  within  the  scope  of  the  C&A  mission.  They  are  looking  for 
administrative  overhead  to  maintain  and  ship  back  and  forth  materials  and  Lewis  and  Clark  trunks  that  were  already  pakl 
for  in  previous  grant  years.  There  was  some  concern  about  what  will  happen  to  the  trunks  when  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
frenzy  is  over.  The  committee  felt  that  these  trunks  were  probably  worth  maintaining,  but  that  there  should  be  science 
sources  for  these  grants.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Throughout  twelve  years  of  operation,  the  Montana  Agricultural  Center  and  Museum  has  appreciably  expanded  its 
facilities.  The  complex  continues  to  serve  national,  state,  regional  and  local  populations  by  providing  a  research  library  and 
archival  services,  public  meeting  rooms.  Homestead  Village  and  Museum  of  the  Northem  Great  Plains  that  preserve  the 
agricultural  heritage  of  Montana  and  other  Northem  Great  Plains  cultures.

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  community  was  impressed  with  this  grant  application.  The  community  as  a  whole  has  done  an  incredible  job  with 
community  development  Additronally,  the  Grand  Unran  Hotel  has  done  a  great  job.  The  museum  produces  high  quality 
exhibitions:  the  farm  equipment  exhibit  was  phenomenal,  and  the  Homaday  Bison  sculpture  is  on  display  at  the 
Smithsonian.  Their  specific  economic  objective  is  to  rejuvenate  the  community  through  a  cultural  museum  celebrating  the 
local  heritage.  Thegrant  request  amounts  to  21%  of  their  total  budget.  There  is  already  a  lot  of  local  support.  The 
committee  felt  that  the  cultural  impact  of  this  Agricultural  Center  and  Museum  is  signifteant.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Museum  of  the  Rockies,  Inc.  respectfully  requests  a  grant  of  $60,000  for  operating  support  in  the  coming  biennium.  As 
an  independent  nonprofit  organization  whose  scope  is  statewide,  the  museum  has  established  a  strong  track  record  of 
service  to  the  people  of  Montana.

The  amount  requested  is  roughly  equivalent  to  1  %  of  the  museum's  operating  budget  over  the  next  two  years,  but  the 
difference  this  grant  would  make  -  in  the  museum's  capacity  to  accomplish  the  goals  now  being  set  for  the  next  five  years 
-would  be  enormous. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  is  one  of  two-or-three  major  museums  in  this  state.  It  does  things  to  serve  other  museums  throughout  the  state.  It  is 
located  on  a  crossroad  and  is  available  to  a  wide  variety  of  Montanans  and  visitors.  The  committee  feels  that  this  is  a 
premier  institution  and  deserves  funding.  This  is  an  entity  with  a  very  large  operating  budget  Any  group  with  their  own 
buikjing  has  higher  operating  expenses.  The  committee  states,  "What  are  our  resources  that  can  have  a  major  impact  in 
Montana?'  we  have  to  fund  the  Museum  of  the  Rockies.  This  museum  is  a  large  draw  for  tourists.  This  was  one  of  three 
grant  proposals  that  the  group  felt  strongly  must  retain  high  funding  levels.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Museums  Association  of  Montana  initiative,  Expanding  Montana's  Museum  Network,  will  accomplish  goals  aimed  at 
improving  museum  communications  and  colaborations  (sic).  Montana's  museums  face  special  needs  -  over  200 
museums  and  cultural  sites  are  spread  out  across  all  areas  of  our  large  state,  80%  are  in  rural  communities,  60%  of 
museums  have  no  paid  staff,  and  60  %  have  annual  budgets  of  less  than  $15,000.  MAM  provides  a  variety  of  needed 
services  to  museums,  but  is  facing  increased  demands  from  museums,  the  tourism  industry,  the  private  sector,  and  the 
general  public.  With  grant  funds  we  will:  expand  the  content  areas  and  accessibility  of  the  MAM  newsletter  expand  and 
regularty  update  the  MAM  website;  update  the  museum  directory  information  and  make  it  more  accessible;  increase 
Montana's  museums  involvement  in  the  tourist  economy;  and  more  widely  provide  educational  opportunities  for  museums 
and  their  paid  and  unpaid  staff. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  is  an  all-  volunteer  non-profit  organization,  serving  200  museums  in  Montana.  The  committee  supports  statewide 
service  organizations  in  general,  and  this  one  in  particular  had  many  letters  of  support  They  bring  together  50-80 
museum  staff  people  each  year  to  conference  with  professional  devebpment  opportunities.  The  conference  moves 
around  each  year  and  sometimes  in  very  small  communities.  The  committee  was  impressed  that  the  organization  has 
membership  from  all  over  the  state,  but  at  the  same  time  recognized  that  this  means  the  membership  is  fluid.  This  group 
produced  the  Outdoor  Sculpture  brochure,  which  was  quite  a  success.  The  committee  supports  granting  them  funds,  and 
also  suggests  that  they  submit  other  grant  proposals  to  other  granting  agencies.

The  Myma  Loy  Center  is  requesting  $40,000  from  the  Montana  Cultural  Tmst  for  operational  support.  Finding  general 
operation  funds  is  the  most  difficult  task  the  organization  faces.  The  Myma  Loy  Center's  uniqueness  lives  in  the  extensive 
nature  of  its  mission  to  provide  film  programming,  national/regional/local  live  performance,  media  education,  and  arts 
education  to  Helena  and  Montana.  Its  mission  and  its  history  also  shows  a  commitment  to  present  work  that  is  cutting 
edge,  as  well  as  mainstream/popular  both  in  film  and  live  performance.  With  new  monies  coming  to  the  organization 
through  earned  income,  grants,  and  fundraising,  the  MLC  is  in  a  better  position  for  long-term  strength,  but  it  still  needs 
operational  support  to  handle  the  costs  of  staff  and  building. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  was  quite  impressed  with  what  the  Myma  Loy  has  accomplished  in  the  past  year.  They  needed  to  reform 
their  staff,  board,  and  funding  structure.  They  have  made  an  amazing  comeback,  supported  by  an  impressive  rally  by  the 
Helena  community.  The  kind  of  programming  they  offer  is  vital  to  Helena,  and  Helenans  let  them  know  it.  Debt  reduction 
is  the  hardest  kind  of  fundraising  to  do,  and  yet  they  have  managed  to  raise  funds  to  keep  their  doors  open.  Although 
their  application  was  somewhat  disorganized,  the  committee  felt  that  the  transition  and  stmggle  to  survive  probably 
contributed  to  this  administrative  oversight,  and  felt  that  they  do  deserve  a  high  level  of  funding.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Northwest  Historical  Society  operates  the  Central  School  Museum.  The  Museum  serves  five  Counties  in  Northwest 
Montana  as  well  as  two  Native  American  Tribes.  The  NMHS  has  nearly  450  members  throughout  Montana  and  twenty 
other  states.  The  Museum  collects,  exhibits  and  cares  for  items  relating  to  the  region's  history.  The  exhibits  at  the  Central 
School  Museum  highlight  our  bcal  history  in  a  national  context  showing  the  importance  and  relevance  of  Montana  history 
to  the  nation.  We  serve  all  school  groups  free  of  charge  and  do  outreach  to  regional  schools.  The  Museum  maintains 
close  working  relationships  with  our  regional  educational  institutions  including  Flathead  Valley  Community  College  and 
Flathead  High  School.  The  Museum  seeks  operational  funds  to  help  sustain  costs  involved  in  running  our  20,000  square 
foot  facility  as  a  community  history  and  cultural  center. 

Recent  exhibits  Include:  Border  to  Border,  the  Montana  Quilts  Exhibit;  Our  History  in  Bronze:  the  Works  of  Robert  Scriver; 
and  The  Man  Behind  the  Name:  the  Life  of  Bob  Marshall.  Permanent  exhibits  include  Frank  Bird  Linderman:  a  Montana 
Pioneer,  which  documents  the  life  and  contributions  of  this  important  early  Montana  resident,  author,  and  politician.  This 
Precious  Reserve:  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  in  Northwest  Montana  explores  the  history  of  the  National  Forests  in  Montana. 
The  Museum  recently  raised  $55,000  for  a  new  permanent  exhibit  entitled  "Sand  Monkeys,  Tie  Hacks,  and  River  Pigs", 
which  will  examine  the  timber  products  industry  in  the  region.  Operating  support  will  allow  the  Museum  to  maintain  its 
current  level  of  year-round  programming. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  organization  is  engaged  in  productive  fundraising  activities,  although  they  would  like  to  see 
them  expand  their  activities  to  some  extent,  to  broaden  their  mix  of  revenue.  The  budget  seemed  well  considered,  and  the 
costs  seem  appropriate  for  their  level  of  activity.  They  are  only  requesting  6%  of  their  operating  budget.  They  project  that 
3500  people  benefit  from  their  programs.  This  is  an  organization  that  is  just  beginning  to  fundraise  through  grant  writing, 
and  they  seem  to  be  getting  off  to  a  good  start.

The  directors  have  taken  RMBT  from  a  small  school  performing  locally,  to  a 
premiere  training  facility  and  performing  dance  company  that  is  recognized  on  an  intemational  level.  The  opportunities  for 
world  class  professional  training  and  perfonnance  presented  to  the  young  dancers  in  the  company  (most  of  whom  are 
students  from  the  school),  is  unprecedented  for  Montana  and  is  an  important  resource  for  both  the  dancers  and  for  the 
state.  Operational  support  from  the  Montana  Cultural  Trust  would  help  RMBT  to  continue  its  current  progress  and  would 
help  create  a  stable  base  of  operational  support  to  count  on.  As  a  young  company  fundraising  efforts  by  the  directors  have 
been  successful  and  our  newest  sponsor.  The  Montana  Heart  Center  at  Community  Medical  Center,  has  not  just  provided 
funds  for  the  company  but  allowed  a  crossover  of  goodwill  and  community  recognition.  This  December  the  Mother  Lode 
Theatre  in  Butte,  MT  will  present  RMBT's  Christmas  performance.  Paid  bookings  from  other  communities  are  another 
source  of  additional  income  for  RMBT.  These  income  sources  along  with  grant  moneys  help  to  stabilize  RMBT's  operating 
budget. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  agreed  that  this  group  has  some  outstanding  talent.  Their  supporting  materials  exhibit  the  high  quality  of 
their  productions.  This  is  a  school  as  well  as  an  opportunity  for  dancers  in  Montana  to  have  high-end  dance  experiences. 
They  perform  two  original  ballets  each  year.  Dancers  from  this  group  were  invited  last  year  to  perform  in  Germany.  They 
were  one  of  only  four  United  States  dance  troupes  invited  to  that  intemational  event.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

SHAC  received  our  first  grant  from  the  MT  Cultural  Trust  for  the  2002-3  period.  With  this  money  we  were  able  to  hire  a 
part-time  Education  Director.  In  the  small  amount  of  time  since  we  started  our  "Open  To  The  Arts"  program  we  have 
collaborated  with  numbers  of  groups,  to  include:  Northern  Cheyenne  Head  Start,  Rosebud  County  public  schools,  Senior 
Centers  in  Forsyth,  Colstrip  and  Lame  Deer,  the  Colstrip  Partes  and  Recreation  Department,  to  name  but  a  few.  We  have 
held  numbers  of  classes,  lectures  and  events  directly  connected  with  arts  education  and  outreach.  We  started  a  monthly 
open  mike  (sic)  program  called  Caffe  SHAC  that  has  been  hugely  successful  with  all  levels  of  the  community.  We  would 
not  have  been  able  to  do  this  without  hiring  on  an  Education  Director. 

Din  addition  to  our  "Open  To  The  Arts"  program  in  the  Fall  of  2002  we  will  also  be  starting  a  "World  Rhythms"  performing 
arts  program.  This  will  be  in  conjunction  with  the  county  schools  and  will  include  bringing  in  school  children  to  attend 
perfonnances  from  all  over  the  county.  We  have  received  grant  money  from  WESTAF,  MPAC  and  also  the  schools  in 
order  to  achieve  the  funding  goals  of  this  program. 

DThe  Schoolhouse  History  &  Art  Center  is  genuinely  privileged  to  receive  funding  from  our  City.  The  portion  of  our  budget 
from  the  city  pays  for  the  director's  salary,  some  general  operating  expenses  as  well  as  in-kind  monies  for  landscaping, 
building  maintenance,  building  rent  and  insurance.  We  also  have  a  contract  with  the  local  energy  company  to  give  mine 
tours  from  May  1 -October  31st.  This  allows  us  to  have  a  part-time  mine  tour  guide/administrative  assistant.  Anything  over 
and  above  this  requires  grant  money.  Our  ovenwhelming  need  at  this  point  is  operational  support  to  continue  our  arts 
education  program. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  center  serves  7,000  people  in  this  low-population-density  region.  This  little  museum  does  a  tremendous  job  with 
programming.  Every  year  it  just  gets  better  and  better.    They  provide  an  opportunity  for  local  citizens  to  interact  with  and 
leam  from  professional  artists.  They  have  a  good  mix  of  revenue.  There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  city-based  support. 
Colstrip  is  no  longer  a  company  town  -  they  only  incorporated  a  few  years  ago.  Their  support  of  the  arts  is  incredible. 
This  is  where  the  coal  money  comes  from.  The  committee  maintained  the  attitude  that  this  proposal  be  ranked  with  the 
top  applications.

DWhat  Shakespeare  in  the  Parks  offers  to  these  communities  is  an  opportunity  for  families  and  friends  to  have  a  picnic  on 
the  lawn  and  to  spend  an  evening  together  watching  quality,  live  theatre  at  no  expense  to  the  audience  in  either  travel 
costs,  or  ticket  costs.  Shakespeare  in  the  Parks'  productk>ns  are  suitable  for  people  of  all  ages,  are  partk:ularty  popular 
with  families,  and  currently  reach  an  audience  of  over  30,000  per  summer.

Operational  support  allows  us  to  provide 
programs  to  any  community  interested  in  cultural  opportunities  regardless  of  the  geographic  distances.  This  fall,  we  begin 
working  with  all  seven  of  Montana's  tribal  colleges  as  well  as  dozens  of  rural  schools  and  communities  in  eastem  Montana. 
aWe  are  the  only  full-time,  nonprofit  organization  in  Montana  devoted  to  presenting  literature.  While  we  have  expanded 
our  educatbnal  offerings  to  include  drama,  arts,  musk:  and  the  humanities,  our  primary  focus  is  literature  and  arts 
educatk)n. 

DOur  projects  illustrate  our  ongoing  efforts  to  serve  our  existing  audience  in  Montana  as  well  as  to  reach  new  and  non- 
traditional  audiences  seldom  exposed  to  the  literary  arts.

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  is  a  fulltime  non-profit  organization  devoted  to  presenting  literature.  They  are  active  in  all  seven  of  Montana's  tribal 
colleges.  They  serve  dozens  of  communities  in  Montana.  The  impact  is  significant,  as  they  include  drama,  art,  literature 
and  the  humanities.  The  committee  feels  that  this  is  a  vital  project  at  a  time  when  there  is  not  enough  literature  being 
taught  in  Montana.  The  group's  director  is  very  able.  Overall,  this  is  a  very  good  project  They  have  received  support 
from  the  NEA,  Forest  Servrce,  Charies  Bair  Foundatkjn,  and  the  Billings  Gazette.  They  submitted  impressive  letters  of 
support  from  Broadus  and  Hariowtown.  And,  the  quality  of  their  talent  is  stunning,  including  Judy  Blunt  Ken  Kesey,  and 
Ivan  Doig.

The  Yellowstone  Art  Museum  Is  the  region's  premier  cultural  resource,  with  a  permanent  collection  of  more  than  4,000 
pieces  of  art  documenting  the  history,  creativity,  and  legacy  of  the  American  West  and  Montana.  The  Museum  is 
committed  to  preserving  this  collection  and  the  heritage  it  represents  through  careful  conservation  of  these  works,  ensuring 
their  accessibility  to  all  visitors,  promoting  the  message  it  contains  through  the  provision  of  complimentary  educational 
resources,  and  defining  an  ongoing  mission  to  collect  and  exhibit  new  worths  by  the  region's  ever-growing  pool  of  artistic 
talent.  The  museum  is  also  committed  to  augmenting  the  scope  of  its  collection,  as  well  as  the  overall  visitor  experience, 
by  offering  temporary  exhibitions  that  are  resonant  with  our  region  and  to  the  art  of  the  permanent  collection.  The 
Yellowstone  Art  Museum  requests  funding  from  the  Montana  Guttural  Trust  to  ensure  its  ability  to  strengthen  this  collection 
that  represents  our  cultural  heritage,  to  preserve  it  for  generations  to  come,  to  exhibit  it  for  the  benefit  of  Montanans  and  the 
many  visitors  who  come  to  our  region  to  experience  this  creativity  firsthand,  and  to  impart  ever-greater  understanding  of 
this  unique  and  vibrant  culture. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  museum  has  a  good  history  of  providing  exhibition  space  for  contemporary  Montana  artists.  It  is  Montana's  only 
contemporary  art  museum.  The  committee  agreed  that  there  is  no  question  of  the  impact  of  this  institution,  and  that  the 
museum  does  deserve  funding  from  the  Cultural  Trust.  There  was  some  question,  however,  about  the  proposal.  The 
museum  proposes  to  use  these  funds  to  purchase  artworics.  While  the  panel  agrees  that  to  fulfill  its  mission,  YAM  must 
collect  the  work  of  contemporary  Montana  artists,  they  do  question  why  the  grant  application  was  submitted  in  the 
"Operating  Supporf  category.  They  felt  that  in  the  ftjture,  museums  wishing  to  make  purchases  of  art  or  artifacts  should 
apply  in  the  "Capital  Expenditures"  category.  The  committee  recommends  a  contingency  that  the  money  not  be  used  for 
art  acquisition  as  outlined  in  the  Guttural  Trust  Application,  but  rather  for  operating  support.

Young  Audiences  of  W.  MT  will  tour  15  solo/ensemble  programs  to  students,  K-12,  in  20-25  MT  counties,  bringing 
performing  arts  to  rural  and  urban  students.  YA  will  assist  its  solo  artists  and  ensembles  in  presenting  evening  community 
concerts  as  well.  Funding  from  the  Cultural  Trust  will  provide  travel  support  (mileage,  motel  and  meals)  at  state  rate,  as 
well  as  cover  some  administrative  support  (marketing  expense)  for  school  and  concert  performances.  Cultural  Trust 
support  ensures  that  Young  Audiences  can  keep  program  fees  affordable  to  schools  ranging  from  10  students  to  450 
students.  YA  encourages  schools  to  invite  parents,  senior  citizens,  home  schoolers,  and  individuals  with  disability  to 
programs  to  build  community  cultural  support. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  that  this  group  has  a  significant  cultural  impact  through  their  residencies,  concerts,  etc.  They  reach  a 
large  group  of  young  Montanans  each  year,  and  help  to  educate  future  audiences.  Their  budget  is  modest,  and  the  cost- 
versus-outcome  seems  effective.  They  receive  a  lot  of  support  from  the  local  community,  but  are  not  financially 
supported  by  local  government.  This  is  a  strong  program,  with  a  good  mix  of  revenue.  They  should  be  supported  by  the 
Cultural  and  Aesthetic  grants  program.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

In  order  to  continue  to  attract  the  best  ceramic  artists  from  around  the  world,  the  Archie  Bray  Foundation  must  provide 
them  both  a  nurturing  and  stimulating  creative  environment  and  physical  facilities  that  encourage  rather  than  impede 
exploration. 

The  distinction  and  diversity  of  the  artists  who  come  to  work  at  the  Bray  creates  an  artistic  synergy  that  nurtures  each 
individual  while  serving  the  community  as  a  whole.  The  environment  encourages  exploratbn  and  risk-taking  and  results  in 
the  creation  of  superior  work. 

By  extension,  the  more  distinguished  and  promising  the  artists  are  who  come  to  the  Bray,  the  higher  the  quality  of  the 
Bray's  community  outreach  and  cultural  contributions.  Exhibitions  are  more  dynamic;  community  classes  are  higher 
quality;  the  Bray  gallery  is  more  engaging;  workshops  are  more  meaningful;  and  the  general  cultural  climate  of  Helena  is 
more  vigorous. 

The  $2.5  million  comprehensive  Campaign  for  the  Bray  will  provide  for  constnjction  of  new  resident  studio  complex  (the 
first  new  studio  structure  in  fifty  years),  expansion  of  endowment,  and  strengthening  of  the  annual  fund. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  organization  is  ranked  very  high  on  all  accounts.  The  board  of  directors  and  professional  staff  is  of  the  highest 
quality.  They  are  one  of  the  international  organizations  in  ceramic  arts,  and  should  be  supported.  The  Archie  Bray 
Foundation  has  a  huge  impact,  not  only  in  Montana,  but  nationally  and  intemationally.  Some  grants  are  asking  for  money 
to  keep  the  organization  afloat,  and  others  are  asking  to  substantially  move  the  organization  forward.  There  was  a 
lengthy  discussion  about  funding  level,  because  there  is  such  a  budget  shortage,  overall.  The  committee  wants  to  fund 
this  foundation  at  a  high  level.  They  might  have  to  apply  next  time,  and  again  two  grant  periods  from  now,  to  get  what  we 
would  like  to  give  them  today.  The  staff  will  look  at  whether  or  not  they  need  a  SHPO  letter.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Art  Museum  of  Missoula  faces  a  major  challenge  as  we  begin  our  second  quarter  century  of  service  to  Montana:  the 
need  for  substantial  improvements  to  the  Carnegie  Library  Building.  The  Art  Museum  is  a  vital  cultural  and  educational 
resource  serving  the  youth  adults  and  artists  in  Missoula  and  throughout  the  region;  offering  critically  acclaimed  exhibitions, 
exemplary  education  programs,  innovative  cultural  collaborations  and  a  place  to  gather.  The  Art  Museum  has  a  27-year 
history  of  responsible  stewardship  of  the  civic  building  as  well  as  city  and  county  investments  and  private  and  philanthropic 
contributions,  27  years  have  seen  dramatic  growth  in  the  Art  Museum's  public  service  as  well.  During  the  1980s,  annual 
public  attendance  averaged  14,000;  the  1990s  attracted  20,000  on  average,  and  in  2000  more  than  30,000  visitors 
participated  in  Art  Museum  programs  events  and/or  activities.  Today,  although  the  Art  Museum  is  proud  of  its 
accomplishments,  they  create  needs  and  challenges,  such  as  Access:  the  Art  Museum  does  not  comply  with  the  American 
with  Disabilities  Act.  Conservation:  collection  storage  is  full  and  galleries  are  too  small  to  accommodate  the  permanent 
collection.  Preservation:  the  historic  Camegie  Library  Building  needs  restoration  in  its  100th  year.  Demand:  with 
participation  in  Art  Museum  programs  having  doubled  since  1990  our  building  can  no  longer  keep  pace  with  growing 
community  needs.  To  expand  the  Art  Museum's  public  service  with  excellence  and  equity,  to  extend  its  outreach  and 
operations,  and  to  protect  the  cultural  asset  of  the  Camegie  Library  building,  the  Art  Museum  needs  restoration,  remodeling 
and  expansion. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

They  are  seeking  funds  for  preservation  of  their  historic  buikjing.  The  need  for  expansion  and  renovation  stems  firom  their 
need  to  become  ADA  compliant,  in  addition  to  conservation  and  preservation  of  their  building  and  their  collection.  The 
budget  set  forth  clearly  establishes  their  need  and  their  projected  expenses.  They  do  have  substantial  local  government 
support.  The  group  discussed  a  higher  funding  recommendatbn,  but  agreed  that  with  the  limited  funds  available,  a 
realistic  funding  level  is  closer  to  $1 5,000.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  summer  of  2002  saw  unprecedented  temperatures  in  Billings,  with  daytime  heat  registering  at  108,  106  and  many  days 
over  90  degrees.  The  house  was  barely  tolerable  even  with  the  use  of  4  large  exhaust  fans,  20  free  standing  floor  fans,  2 
window  unit  air  conditioners  and  window  shades.  Because  of  the  discomfort  for  visitors,  volunteers  and  staff,  our  executive 
board  determined  that  cooling  is  our  number  one  priority.  Stabilizing  the  temperatures  will  also  help  to  preserve  the 
artifacts  in  the  home.  A  high  velocity  pressurized  system  forces  the  cooled  air  through  the  duct  wori<  at  higher  pressures 
and  velocities  than  other  systems,  and  thus  greatly  reduces  the  size  of  the  necessary  ductwork.  Because  it  is  small  and 
flexible,  the  hose  can  be  snaked  through  walls  and  ceiling  joists,  minimizing  the  Impact  to  the  ft"aming  and  finishes.  The 
outlets  are  a  relatively  unobtrusive  five  inch  diameter  disc  with  a  two  inch  hole  in  the  center.  In  the  Moss,  all  outlets  will  be 
In  the  ceilings  except  for  the  main  floor  where  they  will  be  installed  in  the  floor  joists  covered  with  historic  replicated  brass 
or  cast  iron  rectangular  grilles.  The  attic  will  be  insulated  to  reduce  the  size/cost  of  the  ballroom  and  office  cooling  system. 
The  insulation  will  also  reduce  the  monthly  electrical  costs.  Because  of  the  recently  installed  200  amp  electrical  service,  we 
will  not  need  to  bring  in  addttbnal  service  to  meet  the  increased  demand.  Air  cooling  is  not  a  luxury,  it  is  a  necessity  if  we 
are  to  keep  the  home  open  and  preserve  its  contents. 

PANEL  COMMENTS

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  felt  supportive  of  this  historical  society  in  general,  as  they  do  archive  important  stories  of  miners,  military 
officers,  ranchers,  farmers,  teachers,  etc.  The  group  benefits  Montana  as  a  whole,  although  the  committee  did  felt  that 
their  estimated  outreach  to  330,000  Montanans  might  be  somewhat  infiated.  The  society  is  located  in  the  old 
Intemational  Harvester  Building,  and  they  are  requesting  fijnds  to  complete  restoration  on  the  third  floor.  This  work 
seems  appropriate  for  a  historical  society.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  project  restores  a  rare  historical  object  belonging  to  the  City  of  Helena  and  which  contributed  in  a  major  way  to  the 
urbanization  of  southem  Lewis  and  Clark  County.  The  object  is  Trolley  #3,  last  of  a  small  fleet  plying  the  streets  and 
thoroughfares  of  the  area  a  century  ago.  The  project  has  a  second,  significant  aspect,  which  is  to  generate  community 
involvement  in  the  trolley  restoration  in  several  different  ways  and  to  different  ends.  Primarily  directed  at  hands-on 
involvement,  the  project  invites  the  participation  of  active  seniors,  artists,  civic  groups,  youth,  avocational  and  professional 
historians,  community  leaders  and  hobbyists.  These  groups  will  be  engaged  in  actual  restoration  work  on  the  trolley  as 
well  as  be  involved  in  the  placement,  display  and  interpretation  of  its  historical  meaning  to  the  community.  The  objective  of 
the  project,  other  than  to  restore  Trolley  #3,  is  to  reinforce  a  sense  of  appreciation  for  the  area's  heritage.  Finally,  the 
project  is  a  rallying  point  for  the  Lewis  and  Clark  County  Historical  Society  whose  membership  and  fundraising  abilities  will 
be  recruited  to  help  with  the  project.  This  portion  of  the  grant  undertakes  the  essential  work  of  restoring  the  Trolley  to  a 
point  where  it  can  be  shipped  to  Helena,  where  the  rest  of  the  restoration  work  can  take  place. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  impressed  that  the  City  of  Helena  wants  to  preserve  this  old  trolley,  and  there  was  a  lot  of  discussion 
about  the  impulse  to  fund  the  restoration  of  this  historic  vehicle.  However,  on  close  inspection,  the  grant  indicates  that  the 
total  grant  money  would  be  given  to  a  single  person:  the  person  who  would  restore  the  trolley  BEFORE  it  can  be  returned 
to  Helena.  There  is  no  statement  of  qualifications  for  the  person  who  will  be  responsible  for  the  restoration.    Also,  there 
is  no  clear  picture  presented  in  this  grant  application  as  to  what  will  happen  with  the  trolley  after  the  restoration  is 
complete  and  the  trolley  is  returned  to  Helena.  This  grant  is  only  meant  to  fund  the  first  step  in  a  complicated  process. 
The  committee  would  prefer  to  entertain  a  request  after  the  planning  is  more  complete.  Many  aspects  of  this  grant  simply 
are  not  clear,  and  most  have  not  yet  been  completed.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

Our  goal  is  to  contribute  to  the  quality  of  life  and  econotnic  developtnent  of  downtown  Great  Falls  and  the  greater  Great 
Falls  area  through  strengthening  the  Performing  Arts.  To  achieve  this  goal,  we  must  increase  the  variety  of  choice  for 
artistic  pursuits,  develop  future  audiences  through  artist  residencies  and  educational  programs,  and  maintain  and  improve 
existing  infrastructure  for  the  arts.  Foremost  in  the  inventory  of  primary  arts  facilities  is  the  Mansfield  Theater  (formally  the 
Great  Falls  Civic  Center  Theatre).  The  Mansfield  Theater  was  built  as  part  of  the  WPA  in  1939-1940  and  is  registered  as  a 
National  Historic  Landmark.  The  Theatre  was  designed  as  a  "movie  palace',  and  Vaudeville  House.  It  is  among  the 
largest  venues  in  Montana  and  is  structurally  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state.  However,  it  is  old  and  in  need  of  upgrades,  the 
area  of  theatre  lighting  currently  poses  the  most  severe  logistical  and  financial  burden.  The  Theater  should  but  does  not 
have  a  theatrical  lighting  system  comprised  of  a  requisite  number  of  instruments  (lamps)  of  various  sizes  that  are  hung 
from  positions  in  the  front  of  house,  overhead  and  from  the  sides  of  the  stage;  adequate  hardware,  wiring,  cables,  and  a 
computer-operated  mixing  board.  This  situation  impacts  directly  on  the  Theatre  being  able  to  attract  local  and  national 
users  and  increase  the  artistic  offerings  to  the  Great  Falls  area.  It  adds  unnecessaty  costs  ranging  up  to  $6,000  and 
severely  limits  the  overall  quality  of  perfonnances.  In  order  to  reduce  these  costs  and  upgrade  the  quality  of  productions,  it 
is  essential  to  purchase  and  install  a  professional  lighting  system.  It  is  for  these  upgrades  we  request  your  assistance  in 
funding. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  wants  to  support  this  request,  because  the  Civic  Center  is  an  essential  performance  venue  in  that  region 
of  Montana.  The  Great  Falls  Symphony  performs  here,  and  the  community  has  had  the  facility  listed  in  the  National 
History  Register.  If  the  Civic  Center  could  install  better  lighting  and  sound  equipment,  the  committee  thinks  they  will  be 
able  to  generate  better  audiences.  Also  this  upgrade  to  this  older  facility  will  provide  a  better  venue  for  the  arts,  which 
might  attract  touring  shows  to  Great  Falls,  offering  them  more  performances  in  Montana.  The  cost  seems  appropriate  for 
this  project.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

To  purchase  a  heroic-sized  sculpture  to  be  placed  in  the  Lewistown  Community  Labyrinth  Garden,  further  enhancing  its 
beauty  and  meaning.  The  garden  was  created  by  volunteers.  Friends  of  the  Garden,  in  1 996,  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
City  of  Lewistown,  the  Lewistown  Garden  Club,  and  a  grant  from  the  national  Garden  Club.  Its  design  is  a  seven-circuit 
labyrinth,  a  symbol  of  unity  dating  back  centuries  and  used  as  a  walking  meditation.  A  path  lined  with  flowers  leads  to  the 
center  of  the  garden.  It  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  Montana,  drawing  visitors  from  surrounding  areas,  as  well  as  great 
distances.  Its  goal  is  to  create  a  peaceful  and  educational  environment,  bringing  inspiration  and  hope  to  the  citizens  of 
Central  Montana.  To  accommodate  the  many  visitors  to  the  garden,  in  1998  the  Friends  of  the  Garden  commissioned  3 
cement  and  metal  benches  to  be  created  by  artist  Mark  Komick  of  Lewistown.  A  community-wide  coupon  drive  funded 
them.  In  2001  a  cement  picnic  table  with  benches  was  donated  to  the  Garden. 


Donations  for  a  sculpture  fund  began  in  2000  by  admirers  of  the  garden.  Steven  Lillegard  of  Stanford,  Montana  was  the 
artist  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Lewistown  Art  Center  and  Friends  of  the  Garden  Committee.  Inspired  by  this 
daughter,  his  6"  maquette  of  her  watering  the  garden,  seemed  most  appropriate.  To  fulfill  the  mission  of  the  Lewistown  Art 
Center,  Steven  will  give  sculpture  classes  at  the  Art  Center,  as  well  as  the  junior  High  and  High  School.  He  will  also  spend 
a  day  at  the  Lewistown  Art  Center  with  the  clay  sculpture  once  the  mold  has  been  made,  describing  the  process  of 
sculpture  and  bronzing  to  school  children  and  adults. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  art  center  has  done  a  remarkable  job,  and  has  had  many  successful  projects.  This  particular  sculpture  is  more  of  a 
project  rather  than  a  capital  expenditure,  as  it  is  not  an  expansion  of  the  Lewistown  Art  Center.  It  is  nice  for  the  city  to  be 
supporting  public  sculpture.  The  committee  felt  that  this  would  be  better  situated  as  a  special  project,  and  voted  to 
change  its  designation  to  "Special  Project."  This  is  public  art  in  an  area  where  you  don't  see  much  public  art.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Livingston  Depot  is  a  fine  example  of  America's  railroad  legacy  and  anchor  to  its  436  structure  National  Register 
Historic  District,  listed  in1979.  Completed  in1902  by  the  Northem  Pacific  Railroad,  the  depot  was  designed  by  nationally 
known  architects.  Reed  &  Stem,  and  of  significant  and  distinctive  design.  Reed  and  Stem,  who  were  also  responsible  in 
part  for  the  Grand  Central  Statbn  in  New  Yori<  City,  modeled  the  Livingston  Depot  complex  after  an  Italian  villa;  three 
buildings  were  connected  with  a  curved  colonnade.  The  buildings  featured  rich  terra  cotta  omamentation  on  the  red  brick 
and  pressed  yellow  brick  trim.  The  roof  was  slate  and  interior  finished  of  terrazzo  and  NP's  trademark,  adapted  from  the 
yin  and  yang,  was  completed  in  red  and  black  mosaic  work.  The  25-foot  covered  ceilings  and  brass  omamentation,  as  well 
as  formal  "Women's  Parior"  and  men's  "Smoking  Room"  offered  fine  amenities.  Even  though  the  complex  has  survived 
and  is  intact  and  the  exquisite  detailing  remains  -  unaltered,  a  serious  threat  looms  that  could  be  the  end  of  preservation 
efforts  for  the  Livingston  Depot.  An  NEH  funded  assessment  revealed  serious  structural  degradation,  deterioration  and 
damage  in  the  roof  and  support  systems  of  all  three  buildings  and  colonnade.  The  assessment  further  revealed  serious 
water  damaged  and  related  structure  failure  of  brick  walls  and  chimneys  in  the  lunch  and  baggage  room  structures.  The 
severity  of  the  threat  is  intensified  by  the  seismic  zone  3  location  of  the  Depot.  This  proposed  project  will  use  a 
combination  of  funds  to  repair  structural  damage  in  the  main  depot  and  colonnade,  and  address  failure  of  the  roof  systems 
in  ail  three  buildings. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  is  a  relatively  new  organization,  established  in  1995.  They  have  already  proven  to  be  a  strong  foundation,  and 
provide  a  museum  and  cultural  programming  for  the  town  of  Livingston.  This  center  not  only  impacts  the  region,  but  also 
extends  to  a  national  audience  because  of  Livingston's  situation  as  a  gateway  to  Yellowstone  National  Park.  They  had  a 
study  done  through  NEH  assessment,  which  revealed  damage  in  the  roofs  of  all  three  buildings.

The  Pinkham  Creek  School  was  built  in  1915  as  a  one-room  country  school  for  8  grades  on  the  one-acre  it  currently  resides 
upon.  The  last  full  term  of  school  held  in  the  schoolhouse  was  1945-46.  In  1946  the  Pinkham  Creek  School  District  was 
consolidated  with  Eureka  School  District  13,  and  since  the  fall  of  1946  children  have  been  bussed  to  Eureka.  The 
Moosehorn  Club  was  established  in  1955.  At  that  time,  the  Moosehom  Club  leased  the  school  building  and  grounds  from 
the  school  district  with  the  agreement  to  maintain  the  property  for  the  school  district.  The  building  has  been  used  through 
the  years  for  many  social  functions  and  events.  Regular  community  dances  were  popular  for  several  years.  Funds  from 
these  events  were  used  to  maintain  the  facility.  The  Pinkham  Creek  community  is  trying  to  keep  the  old  Pinkham  school 
building  In  good  repair  to  be  used  as  a  community  center.  Our  project  last  year  was  sanding  and  finishing  the  hardwood 
floors  inside.  The  year  prior,  the  Moosehom  Club  built  a  cement  foundation  for  the  outdoor  toilets.  Our  projects  for  this 
and  following  years  include  painting,  fencing  and  plumbing.  The  outside  of  the  building  has  only  been  painted  once  since  it 
was  built  and  badly  needs  paint  again.  The  fence  built  years  ago  Is  falling  down  and  livestock  come  into  the  yard 
destroying  the  shrubs  and  trees.  There  is  no  well  for  water,  which  Is  also  badly  needed.  It  seems  to  take  more  money  than 
we  can  raise,  although  we  try  to  do  something  each  year.  We  submit  this  application  In  hopes  that  you  may  assist  us  in 
our  mission  to  provide  our  financially  depressed  and  acutely  rural  community  with  a  facility  that  will  promote  community 
interaction  and  cultures  exposure. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  small  community  group  is  seeking  funds  to  paint  and  repair  the  old  school  building  and  repair  the  fence.  This 
community  is  culturally  and  economically  depressed,  but  they  have  a  lot  of  support  behind  whole  project.  This  building  is 
an  icon  of  local  history,  and  has  only  been  painted  once  since  1915.  These  old  buildings  are  very  difficult  to  hang  on  to, 
and  the  committee  is  impressed  by  the  local  action  to  save  this  historic  building.  Loc^al  volunteer  labor  could  build  a  fence 
to  keep  livestock  out  of  the  yard.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

We  are  seeking  funding  for  historic  preservation  of  the  Moon-Randolph  Homestead,  a  city-owned  13-acre  property  in  the 
rural  foothills  of  the  Rattlesnake  Mountains.  The  Hill  and  Homestead  Preservation  Coalition  (a  project  of  the  North 
Missoula  CDC)  manages  the  homestead  under  an  agreement  with  the  city  of  Missoula,  providing  ftjndraising, 
programming,  and  caretaking  services.  Programs  foster  community  involvement  in  wildland  and  agricultural  stewardship, 
arts  education,  cultural  and  historic  interpretation,  and  youth  mentoring.  Every  summer,  dozens  of  youth  participants  and 
volunteers  pmne  and  harvest  the  100  year-old  orchard,  cultivate  heirioom  gardens,  and  tend  livestock.  Recent 
interpretation  efforts  Include  artifact  curation,  community  mapping,  and  field  joumaling  and  photography  workshops.  The 
homestead's  cultural  landscape  includes  12  historic  stnjctures,  built  between  1889  and  1946.  These  stnjctures  are  a 
testament  to  the  diverse  productbn  activities  the  site  once  supported:  small-scale  coal  extractran,  draft-horse  cultivation, 
market  gardening,  dairying,  egg  production,  orchard  fruit-growing,  and  bee-keeping.  For  our  programs  to  prosper  and 
expand,  we  need  to  undertake  critical  stabilization  of  the  homestead's  farmhouse  and  root  cellar  and  rehabilitation  of  the 
ranch  house.  Professionals  familiar  with  best  practices  of  historic  restoration  will  can^  out  and  supervise  work,  ensuring 
the  site's  continued  eligibility  for  placement  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

The  committee  fett  that  it  is  important  not  only  to  preserve  the  artifacts  and  residences  of  the  upper  class  (mansions)  but 
also  to  preserve  the  homes  and  artifacts  of  the  lesser  wealthy  population.  These  buildings  have  an  archeological 
significance,  because  artifacts  were  left  in  place  when  they  were  abandoned.  This  site  will  be  used  for  educational 
outreach.  While  the  buildings  are  not  pretty,  like  some  of  the  mansions  and  old  schools,  they  are  a  vital  part  of  Montana's 
history  and  should  be  preserved.  This  is  a  desperate  situatbn,  they  need  to  be  saved  immediately,  or  they  will  be  lost.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  restore  the  exterior  masonry  and  metal  trim  of  the  historic  Philipsburg  Grade  School  to  its 
original  appearance  using  methodology  approved  by  the  State  Historical  Preservation  Office.  This  preservation  project 
includes  overhead  masonry  replacement  or  repair,  masonry  cleaning,  masonry  pointing,  and  metal  trim  painting.  Cost 
estimates,  designs,  and  specifications  are  underway  at  this  time,  with  implementation  of  the  project  being  scheduled  for 
fiscal  year  2004.  It  is  planned  to  meticulously  follow  the  plans  for  the  historic  architect  to  repair  and  restore  our  historic 
grade  school.  The  original  school  stnjcture  was  designed  by  Bell  and  Kent  who  were  also  the  architects  of  record  for  the 
State  Capital  Building,  the  Anaconda  Court  House,  Diamond  Block  in  Lewistown,  as  well  as  many  other  historic  Montana 
structures.  The  "old"  school,  the  focus  of  the  centennial  celebration  in  1996,  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  continuously  running 
elementary  school  in  the  state  of  Montana.  It  is  registered,  along  with  numerous  other  buildings  in  Philipsburg,  in  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  The  building  was  completed  in  1896. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  is  the  oldest  continuing  operating  school  in  the  state  and  the  centerpiece  of  the  historic  district.  It  is  a  highly  visible 
public  building.  The  committee  is  concerned  about  historic  preservation  of  this  building,  and  as  a  group,  they  agreed  that 
they  would  not  like  to  see  the  school  deteriorate,  but  that  it  is  the  school's  responsibility  to  maintain  and  upkeep  its 
facility.  It  is  not  the  business  of  the  Cultural  Trust  to  put  money  into  an  operating  school,  when  those  funds  exist  (or  not) 
elsewhere.  The  committee  has  a  vested  interest  in  keeping  Montana  history,  so  they  would  not  want  to  see  the  building 
tom  down.  We  think  this  is  a  great  project,  and  we  want  to  support  the  effort,  but  it  does  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  our 
granting  requirements.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION 

The  Creative  Art  Center  currently  houses  a  community-oriented  facility  that  offers  classes  and  wori^shops  in  the  arts  and 
other  activities  for  children  and  adults.  We  are  currently  constructing  Phase  I  of  a  much  needed  3,000  sq.  ft.  addition  that 
will  add  handicap  accessible  restrooms  and  one  larger  room  (to  accommodate  growing  class  sizes)  and  another  smaller 
classroom  (to  introduce  new  programs  and  use  as  a  workspace).  The  funding  we  are  requesting  would  apply  to  Phase  II, 
which  will  complete  the  interior  work  on  the  addition  Including  plumbing,  electrical,  heating,  floor  covering,  interior  doors, 
windows,  insulation  and  drywall,  as  well  as  exterior  landscaping.  The  completed  project  will  significantly  increase  our 
ability  to  offer  more  quality  programs,  expand  on  and  house  a  local  theater  company  and  create  a  potential  venue  to 
display  local  artists  work.  Due  to  our  poverty  level,  Lincoln  County  is  a  Federally  Certified  Hub  Zone  and  indicates  our  need 
for  your  help  in  continued  funding  for  this  project. 

PANEL  COMMENTS 

This  is  phase  two  of  an  expansion  project.  They  did  receive  funding  for  phase  one  in  the  last  grant  period.  This  is  a 
depressed,  mral  area.  The  center  will  provide  accessible  art  to  the  region.  There  is  a  large  range  of  activities  held  in  this 
building.  It  will  be  THE  arts  space  in  this  region.  The  budget  stipulates  that  part  of  the  funding  will  come  from  a  $50,000 
loan  from  a  bank.  This  is  an  important  institution  in  that  region,  but  their  grant  was  not  always  clear.

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Section  VI.  Cultural  Trust  Fiscal  History 

This  section  contains  a  synopsis  of  the  fiscal  history  of  the  Cultural  Trust  including  information  about  the  size  and 
growth  of  the  corpus,  the  earnings  received  and  the  annual  announts  awarded  to  organizations. 

The  Corpus: 

Begun  in  1976  with  a  corpus  of  $92,908,  the  trust  reached  a  high  of  $7.5  million  in  fiscal  year  1997,  before  $4 
million  was  transferred  to  the  historical  society  for  the  purchase  of  Virginia  City.  At  fiscal  year  end  2002,  the  tmst 
was  about  $4.5  million.  By  2003,  if  the  coal  tax  receipts  are  not  diverted  to  the  General  Fund  as  they  are  for  FY 
2003,  the  Trust  is  projected  to  grow  to  $4.8  million-an  average  annual  increase  of  3  percent  since  the  trust  was 
halved. 

Earnings: 

From  1976  to  1978,  earnings  totaled  approximately  $141,000  and  were  reinvested  in  the  corpus  of  the  trust. 
Earnings  grew  from  $92,045  in  1979  to  a  high  of  $841 ,010  in  1985  -  an  annual  increase  of  $106,995  or  an  average 
annual  growth  rale  of  116%.  However,  in  1988  eamings  dropped  to  $571,004,  increasing  an  average  of  5  percent 
per  year  until  1993  when  eamings  again  dropped,  this  time  to  $582,833,  (down  16  percent  from  1992).  In  1994,  the 
Cultural  Trust  earned  $490,758,  which  represented  a  drop  of  16  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Earnings 
increased  for  two  years,  up  2%  in  1995  to  $500,577,  and  17%  in  1996,  to  $587,588,  when  the  Board  of 
Investments  consolidated  the  Trust  with  other  funds  for  investment  purposes  in  the  hope  of  raising  eamings  for  all 
funds.  Since  then  eamings  have  been  down  every  year,  except  for  2001  and  2002,  when  eamings  increased  2% 
the  first  year  and  7%  the  second.  Annual  eamings  were  6.9%  for  FY  2002  and  are  projected  to  average  nearly 
7%  percent  through  the  biennium.

Requests  And  Grant  Awards: 

Biennial  requests  to  the  Cultural  Trust  were  $2,041 ,985  in  FY84-85  peaking  in  FY92-93  at  $3,638,854.  To  reduce 
the  number  of  applications,  starting  in  the  FY94-95  biennia  the  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  requested  that 
applicants  only  submit  one  application.  The  Committee  made  an  exception  if  a  second  application  were  for  a 
Challenge  Grant  for  Endowment  Development.  This  effort  appeared  to  be  successful  as  it  decreased  the  amount 
of  money  requested  by  10  percent  to  $3,285,067  in  that  biennium.  Cultural  organizations,  aware  of  the  projected 
substantial  drop  in  eamings,  reduced  their  requests  to  $2,114,287  in  1996-97.  Requests  dropped  further  in  1998- 
99  by  12%  to  $1 ,863,576  in  reaction  to  the  27%  reduction  in  grants  in  1996-97  caused  by  the  drop  in  interest 
rates  on  the  trust.  Requested  amounts  have  increased  1 5%  for  2004-05,  while  the  amount  recommended  is  1 5% 
lower  than  last  biennium. 

The  average  request  has  dropped  from  the  high  of  $36,041  in  FY88-89  to  the  low  of  $20,038  in  FY98-99  as  the 
application  number  has  climbed  from  80  in  FY86-87  to  a  high  of  129  in  FY92-93,  declining  to  98  applications  for 
the  FY04-05  biennium. 

The  average  annual  grant  awarded  was  $40,136  in  FY82-83  and  has,  with  the  exception  of  one  biennium 
decreased  biennially.    For  FY04-05,  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  has  recommended  that  an  average  grant  of 
$9,928  be  awarded.  Funding  is  recommended  for  81  of  the  98  applications. 

The  total  distributed  grew  initially  from  $50,000  in  FY78-79  to  $1,476,511  in  FY86-87,  During  the  88-89  biennium, 
grant  awards  dropped  back  to  $1 ,21 1,817  growing  to  a  peak  of  $1 ,551 ,323  in  FY92-93.  Awards  dropped  again  for 
the  following  biennium  to  $1 ,333,255.  Revenue  shortfall  caused  this  amount  to  be  cut  27%  to  an  actual  of 
$987,930.  There  was  a  3.7%  cut  in  grants  in  00-01,  due  to  eamings  shortfall.  There  is  a  projected  shortfall  for 
the  current  biennium  of  2.7%.  Eamings  continue  to  decrease  and  $804,150  is  recommended  for  the  05  biennium.
